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TRUCK  AND  FRUIT  CROP  SPECIALISTS 

"to  hold  conference  in  WASHINGTON. 

A  conference  of  the  newly  appointed  truck  and  fruit  crop  specialists 
of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  has  been  called  to  meet  in 
Washington  on  July  15.  A  short  course  in  statistical  methods  will  be  given 
to  these  men,  as  well  as  detailed  instructions  as  to  methods  of  estimating 
truck  and  fruit  crops.  Charles  F.  Sarle,  Paul  Koenig,  and  S.  R.  Newell,  of 
the  V/ashington  office,  will  conduct  the  classes.

INSPECTION  SERVICE  EXTENDED 

TO  VEGETABLES  FOR  CANNING. 

The  inspection  service  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables 
has  recently  been  extended,  under  cooperative  agreements  v/ith  Purdue  Uni- 
versity and  New  York  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets,  to  cover 
fresh  vegetables  at  canning  factories.  Under  the  first  agreement  the  service 
applies  to  canning  factories  in  the  State  of  Indiana;  under  the  second 
arrangement  the  service  has  been  extended  to  factories  in  New  York  State. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  division  has  been  developing  tentative 
standards  for  fresh  vegetables  used  for  canning  purposes.  The  test  of  these 
standards  in  several  States  has  proved  their  practicability  and  the  present 
agreements,  putting  the  standards  in  permanent  use,  are  the  result. 

It  is  expected  that  similar  service  will  be  rendered  at  vegetable 
canning  factories  in  the  States  of  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Delaware. 
Canners  of  apples  in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  have  expressed  an  interest 
in  securing  similar  inspection  on  apples,  and  cooperative  arrangements  for 
this  service  will  probably  also  be  entered  into  at  a  later  date.  A  similar 
interest  has  been  expressed  by  kraut  factories  in  the  inspection  of  cabbage. 


BUREAU  COTTON  EXHIBIT  TO  BE 
SENT  TO  CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Czechoslovakia  Legation,  the  Bureau  has 
prepared  and  will  send  to  the  Exhibition  of  Modern  Trade,  to  be  held  in 
Brno,  Czechoslovakia,  August  3-September  15,  a  set  of  Universal  Cotton 
Standards  and  a  series  of  charts  illustrating  the  production  of  cotton 
in  the  United  States.  ?/illiam  I.  Holt,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Havre, 
France,  will  set  up  the  Bureau's  exhibit  and  demonstrate  the  cotton  standards. 
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COOPERATIVE  GRAIN  GRADING  AND 

INSPECTION  SCHOOL  IN  PORTLAND. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Headquarters  of  Grain  Supervision,  under  B.  W. 
Whitlock,  conducted  a  grain  grading  and  inspection  school  in  Portland  from 
June  24  to  27,  in  cooperation  with  the  Extension  Service  of  Oregon  State 
College  of  Agriculture.  County  Agricultural  Agents  from  twelve  of  the  major 
wheat  counties  in  Oregon  and  Washington  took  the  class  work,  which  included 
identification  of  grain  samples  by  grade,  grade  factors,  and  inspection 
laboratory  methods.  Visits  were  made  to  spot  and  futures  grain  exchanges; 
also  to  terminal  elevators  to  observe  methods  of  operation,  and  to  export 
docks  to  study  handling  and  boat  loading  methods. 

W.   A.    Schoenfeld,    in  charge  of  the  Bureau's   regional  office  in 
Portland,   reports  that  the  school  v/as  a  great  success.    Interest  was  very 
keen,  he  says,  and  that  the  collaborating  agencies  have  been  very  enthusias- 
tic about  the  work. 


VISITING  ECONOMIST  PRAISES  WORK 

OF  DIVISION  OF  LAND  ECONOMICS. 

Prof.  David  Weeks,   of  the  University  of  California,   recently  spent 
several  days  in  the  Division  of  Land  Economics  during  the  course  of  a 
trip  throughout  the  East  and  Middle  West  to  become  acquainted  with  develop- 
ments in  the  field  of  land  utilization.    After  returning  to  California, 
Professor  Weeks  wrote  to  a  member  of  the  division  as  follows: 

"*  *  *  When  my  report  on  this  trip  is  completed,  I  shall 
be  glad  to  send  you  a  copy,  but  I  assure  you  that  it  will 
contain  little  which  is  not  already  available  in  the  files 
of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics.  My  opinion  of  the  work 
being  done  by  that  office  has  been  strengthened  very  much  by 
my  trip  East,  and  I  feel  that  the  v/hole  field  of  land  econ- 
omics is  being  put  on  the  map  by  your  organization  *  *  *  ." 


FORTH  WORTH  L IVESTOCK  MARKET

The  press  at  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  is  giving  the  Livestock,  Meats  and 
Wool  office  in  that  city  splendid  cooperation  in  getting  the  market  news 
on  livestock  and  wool  promptly  before  the  public.  This  service  is  extreme- 
ly popular  with  local  livestock  traders  and  has  elicted  from  them  many 
favorable  comments.  Sterling  Emens,  in  charge  of  that  office,  reports.

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

RECENT  ECONOMIC  CHANGES,  the  report  of  the  third  national  survey  re- 
sulting from  the  President's  Conference  on  Unemployment  of  1921,  contains  a 
section  by  C.  J.  Galpin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and 
Rural  Life,  entitled  "The  Standard  of  Living  of  the  Farm  Population."  These 
surveys  were  set  up  to  enlarge  the  general  understanding  of  the  country's 
economic  system  and  to  stimulate  the  continuing  reduction  of  unemployment. 
The  first  was  the  study  of  Business  Cycles  and  Unemployment  made  in  1922- 
23  for  a  committee  of  the  Unemployment  Conference;  the  second  was  a  study  of 
Seasonal  Operation  in  the  Construction  Industries  made  in  1923-24  for  another 
committee  of  the  Conference.  President  Hoover  was  chairman  of  the  committee 
for  the  present  survey.  Copies  of  this  book  are  on  file  in  the  B.A.E.  and 
Department  Libraries.

BURSAU  REPRESENTATIVES  INVITED  TO  ATTEND 
INTERNATIONAL  ECONOMICS  MEETING. 


H.  R.  Tolley,  Assistant  Chief,  and  Chris  L.  Christensen,  in  charge 
of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  have  been  invited  to  attend  an 
international  conference  of  agricultural  economists  in  England  from  August 
26  to  September  7.  Other  American  economists  who  have  been  extended  an 
invitation  to  the  conference  are  Dr.  C.  E.  Ladd,  Dr.  G.  F.  Warren,  Dr.  F.  A. 
Pearson,  and  Dr.  Leland  Spencer,  all  of  Ne,v  York  State  College  of  Agriculture; 
Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor,  in  charge  of  a  comprehensive  survey  of  rural  Vermont  for 
the  Vermont  Commission  on  Country  Life;  F.  P.  Weaver,  of  Pennsylvania 
State  College  of  Agriculture;  H.  A.  Wallace,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa;  Dr.  G.  A. 
Pond,  of  Minnesota  College  of  Agriculture;  and  H.  C.  M.  Case,  of  Illinois 
College  of  Agriculture.  Bookings  have  been  arranged  for  the  delegation 
to  sail  on  the  S.S.  Leviathan  from  New  York  on  August  17. 

The  conference,  which  includes  men  engaged  in  economic  research  in 
the  United  States,  Canada,  England  and  some  northern  European  countries, 
was  planned  by  Doctor  Ladd,  Prof.  C.  W.  Orwin,  of  the  research  institute 
of  agricultural  economics  at  Oxford  University,  and  Leonard  K.  Elmhirst 
of  Dartington  Hall,  Devon-,  England.  It  is  the  desire  of  this  group  to 
further  the  field  of  agricultural  research  by  bringing  together  the  men 
who  are  actively  engaged  in  this  work  in  the  various  countries  for  the 
interchange  of  information  as  to  method  and  procedure,  in  order  that  each 
may  be  helped  by  the  experience  and  research  of  the  others. 

The  meeting  at  Dartington  Hall  will  be  in  part  a  conference  and  in 
part  a  summer  school.  English  and  American  economists  will  give  lectures, 
but  the  major  part  of  the  session  will  be  devoted  to  discussions. 


RED  CLOVER  TO  BE  RESTORED  TO 

SEED  VERIFICATION  SERVICE. 

Not  only  was  the  Seed  Verification  Conference,  held  in  Chicago  on 
June  26,  well  attended,  but  great  interest  was  displayed  in  it  and  there 
was  a  very  healthy  discussion  of  the  whole  service  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
ferees, W.  A.  Wheeler,  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed,  reported 
on  his  return  to  Washington  early  last  week.  He  says  there  was  every  evi- 
dence that  the  service  is  receiving  very  strong  support  from  practically 
all  the  seed  trade. 

Eighty-eight  were  registered  at  the  conference,  including  repre- 
sentative seed  dealers  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Seed  Verification  Service, 
State  agricultural  college  and  experiment  station  men,  and  others  inter- 
ested in  this  work.  The  meeting  is  called  annually  in  Chicago  for  the 
latter  part  of  June  because  the  two  national  seed  trade  associations  - 
The  Farm  Seed  Association  of  North  America  and  the  American  Seed  Trade 
Association  -  and  the  Seed  Council  of  North  America  meet  at  that  time. 

One   of  the   important  questions   this  year  was  whether  Red  Clover 
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should  be  reinstated  in  the  Seed  Vei^ification  Service,  so  that  information 
as  to  verified  origin  v/ould  again  be  available  for  this  seed.  This  service 
was  discontinued  last  year  because  seed  dealers  generally  thought  it  should 
be  dropped  and  because  there  was  not  sufficient  support  from  other  sources 
to  warrant  its  continuance.  Although  the  majority  of  the  dealers  at  the 
recent  meeting  again  voted  against  the  service,  a  considerable  number  of 
them  were  in  favor  of  its  reinstatement  and  sentiment  was  strong  for  it  on 
the  part  of  the  State  agricultural  college  representatives  and  experiment 
station  men.  Accordingly  it  is  planned  to  reestablish  the  service  and  place 
it  on  an  optional  basis  on  August  1,   the  beginning  of  another  crop  season. 

The  dealers  at  the  conference  favored  a  uniform  tag  certificate  and 
the  sealing  of  all  certificates  on  the  bag. 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Wheeler  and  G.  C.  Edler  of  the  Washington  office, 
the  division  was  represented  at  the  meeting  by  the  inspectors  from  Kansas 
City,  Minneapolis,  Chicago,  and  San  Antonio. 

TWO  MORE  STATES  ENDORSE 

TOBACCO  GRADING  SERVICE. 

Descriptions  of  the  tobacco  grading  service  were  favorably  received 
at  the  meetings  held  recently  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  according  to  C,  E. 
Gage  v/ho  returned  July  4  from  a  two  weeks'  trip.  The  tobacco  grading  service 
has  now  been  arranged  for  selected  markets  in  the  States  of  Virginia,  South 
Carolina  and  Kentucky,  and  arrangements  are  pending  in  Tennessee. 

In  the  conferences  on  his  recent  trip,  with  the  extension  and  market- 
ing agencies  in  both  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  and  at  the  numerous  meetings 
with  farmers  and  members  of  the  tobacco  trade,  Mr.  Gage  outlined  the  purposes 
and  methods  of  the  service.  In  addition  to  discussing  the  tobacco  grading 
service,  he  obtained  check  data  on  the  production  of  tobacco  in  1928.  The 
prospects  for  the  coming  tobacco  marketing  season  are  excellent,  he  reports 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  this  trip,  Mr-  Gage  says, 
was  making  the  acquaintance  of  a  tobacco  manufacturer  whose  family  for 
five  generations  has  been  associated  in  the  tobacco  export  business  v/ith 
five  generations  of  an  English  family,  an  association  dating  to  Revolutionary 
times. 

NEW  YORK  RETAIL  MEAT  DEALERS 
PRAISE  SERVICE  TO  TRADE. 

Commendation  of  the  "splendid  service"  rendered  by  B.  F.  McCarthy, 
the  New  York  representative  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division,  ?/as 
included  in  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Nev/  York  State  Association  of 
Retail  Meat  Dealers,  at  its  recent  convention  at  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.  In 
transmitting  a  copy  of  the  resolution,  the  President  of  the  association  said 
that  it  conveys  the  very  high  esteem  in  which  Mr.  McCarthy  is  held  by  the 
retailers  of  the  State  and  in  some  measure  expresses  appreciation  for  the 
service  he  and  the  Department  are  rendering  the  trade. 
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WESTEPN_ECOMOMISTS  SHOW  KEFN  INTEREST 

IN  AGPICULTURAL  CUTI OCK  DEVELOFMFNTS . 

Nearly  all  the  Western  States  were  represented  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Western  Farm  Economics  Association  on  June  13  and  14,  at  Oregon  State 
College  of  Agriculture,  Corvallis,  the  total  attendance  numbering  about 
50  economists.  W.  A.  Schoenfeld  and  Mordecai  Ezekiel  represented  this 
Bureau.  Mr.  Ezekiel,  v/ho  has  .just  returned  to  Washington  after  an  ab- 
sence of  nearly  a  month,  reports  that  there  was  a  particularly  lively  dis- 
cussion at  the  two-day  sessions  of  the  economists  about  the  development  of 
local  price  research  work  which  may  be  tied  up  v;ith  the  national  agricultural 
outlook  situation. 

Thirty  members  of  the  Western  Farm  Economics  Association  stayed 
over  in  Corvallis  after  their  conference  to  attend  a  two-day  seminar  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Ezekiel  at  the  College,  on  research  work  in  farm  managements 
and  price  analysis.  Bulletins,  representing  the  most  recent  types  of  re- 
search in  these  fields,  issued  by  both  this  Department  and  the  agricultural 
colleges,  were  discussed,  as  well  as  recent  developments  in  methods  of 
research.  Special  attention  was  given  to  the  integration  of  the  outlook  and 
farm  management  research. 

While  in  Corvallis,  Mr.  Ezekiel  also  sat  in  a  meeting  of  the  Oregon 
Cooperative  Council,  an  association  made  up  of  all  the  important  agricul- 
tural cooperatives  of  the  State  and  the  college  people  concerned  with  co- 
operative marketing.  Here,  he  says,  there  was  active  discussion  of  the  new 
Federal  Farm  Board  and  its  probable  relation  to  cooperative  associations. 
Resolutions  were  adopted  suggesting  that  the  Board  develop  the  v/ork  which 
our  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  already  has  under  way  and  confine 
its  activities  in  the  expansion  of  cooperative  marketing  to  strengthening 
the  work  of  that  division. 

On  his  return  trip,  Mr.  Ezekiel  visited  the  agricultural  colleges 
in  Washington  and  Idaho,  and  v/ith  Byron  Hunter,  who  was  already  in  the  field 
and  had  started  a  farm  raa.nagement  study  of  the  Palouse  area  for  the  Division 
of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  made  arrangements  for  the  development  of 
that  study  and  discussed  further  research  in  connection  with  the  price 
situation  in  both  States  as  a  background  for  other  farm  management  work. 

Mr.  Ezekiel  also  stopped  at  Bozeraan.  Montana,  and  St.  Paul,  Minne- 
sota, to  complete  bulletins  dealing  with  dairy  production  as  practiced  in 
each  State  v/hich  the  Bureau  is  preparing  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
agricultural  colleges.

A  shov/ing  of  concrete  results  of  projects  rather  than  a  general 
statement  is  what  Mr.  Olsen  wants.  The  report  should  give  special  atten- 
tion to  new  developments  a.nd  progress  but  should  also  include  continuing 
lines  of  v/ork  and  should  contain  statements  which  are  sufficiently  complete 
to  be  interesting  to  a  reader  who  may  not  be  well  acquainted  with  the  work 
of  the  Bureau. 

SUBMITTING  REIMBURSEMENT  ACCOUNTS^ 

Effective  with  expenses  incurred  after  July  31,  1929,  the  Comptrol- 
ler General  will  require  additional  evidence  in  support  of  reimbursement 
accounts.  To  obtain  this  evidence.  Standard  Forms  Nos.  1012  and  1012  (a) 
were  revised  and  new  forms  with  the  same  identification  numbers  v/ere  ap- 
proved by  the  Comptroller  General  on  May  3,  1929  (see  upper  left  hand  cor- 
ner of  the  voucher  forms.)  All  reimbursement  accounts,  beginning  with 
those  covering  expenses  incurred  during  August,  1929,  must  be  submitted  on 
the  forms  approved  May  3,  1929,  except  that  the  use  of  the  continuation 
sheets.  Standard  Forms  Ncs.  1012  (b)  and  1012  (c)  approved  June  26,  1924, 
will  be  continued.  If  the  accounts  are  submitted  on  any  other  form,  it 
will  necessitate  their  return  for  restatement.  {General  Accounting  Office 
General  Regulations  No.  3S  Supplement  No.  2,  dated  May  3,  1929,  and  General 
Accounting  Office  Circular  Letter  A-3835  dated  May  24,  1929.)

As  in  former  years,  the  Bureau  is  lending  assistance  in  putting  on  the 
program,  not  only  through  Mr.  Olsen,  but  through  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  on©  member  of  the  Division  of  Farm 
Population  and  Rural  Life  and  one  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance.  A 
number  of  the  representatives  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  who 
will  attend  the  Institute  session,  will  be  in  the  vicinity  of  Baton  F.ouge  at 
that  time,  so  that  a  special  trip  from  Washington  will  not  be  necessary. 
The  yearly  attendance  of  our  staff  at  the  Institute  meeting,  and  participa- 
tion in  its  program,  is  considered  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Bureau  be- 
cause of  the  opportunity  it  affords  the  men  to  mix  with  leaders  and  students 
in  the  cooperative  movement  and  to  hear  the  daily  discussions  of  cooperative 
policies,  problems  and  progress.

LEASED  WIRE  SERVICE 

EXTENDED  IN  SOUTH. 

Leased  wire  service  was  extended  to  Jackson.  Mississippi,  and  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  July  15.  These  offices  will  be  conducted  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  respective  States.  C.  Z. 
McCarty,  formerly  of  Ames,  Iowa,  will  act  as  telegrapher  in  the  Jackson  of- 
fice until  the  New  Orleans  office  opens  later  in  the  season,  when  he  will 
be  transferred  for  service  there.  E.  E.  Clayton,  formerly  telegrapher  in 
the  Kansas  City  office,  has  reported  for  duty  in  the  Nashville  office. 

Raymond  Klinosky,  formerly  in  the  Oklahoma  City  office,  reported  as 
telegrapher  in  the  Chicago  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  office  July  15,  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  transfer  of  W.  J,  Logan  to  San  Francisco.

MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE  ON  GRAIN,  HAY 

AND  FEED  PUT  ON  NATIONAL  BASIS. 

The  opening  of  three  new  offices  in  the  West  this  week  will  extend 
the  max^ket  news  on  grain,  hay  and  feed,  under  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed  and 
Seed,  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  new  offices  at  San  Francisco  and  Los  Ange- 
les, California,  and  at  Portland,  Oregon,  will  place  the  service  on  a 
nation-'^yide  basis.  Officers  in  charge  of  these  offices  are:  Frank  L.  Lyons, 
San  Francisco;  Walter  J.  Morgan,  Los  Angeles;  and  Charles  F.  Huffman,  Port- 
land. G.  A.  Collier,  in  charge  of  the  service,  is  now  en  route  to  the  West 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  newly  appointed  field  men  in  organizing 
their  offices. 

The  Portland  office  will  give  particular  attention  to  the  grain 
market  situation  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.  The  grain  market  news  service 
will  be  further  extended  in  California  through  the  new  office  at  San  Francis- 
co in  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Markets  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture,  At  Los  Angeles  the  service  will  also  be  conducted  cooperative- 
ly with  the  State,  and  particular  attention  will  be  given  to  hay. 

It  is  planned  to  supplement  the  Federal  service  in  California  by  a 
local  service  on  grain  and  hay  which  will  provide  the  growers  of  these  com- 
modities in  California  with  current  prices,  market  movements,  and  other 
important  factors. 

The  expansion  of  this  service  was  provided  for  by  Congress  in  the 
appropriation  v/hich  became  available  on  July  1,  1929.  Up  to  this  time 
market  news  on  grain,  hay  and  feed  has  covered  principally  the  area  east 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  Field  offices  have  been  established  for  several 
years  at  Minneapolis,  Minnesota;  Chicago,  Illinois;  and  Kansas  City, 
Missouri. 

FIRE  DESTROYS  ENTIRE  STOCK  OF 

COTTON  SAMPLES  IN  NEW. YORK  CITY. 

The  five  story  warehouse  building  at  72  Front  Street,  Ne>v  York  City, 
in  which  all  the  samples  of  cotton  in  the  certificated  stock  are  stored  in 
that  city,  as  required  by  the  Cotton  Futures  Act,  burned  on  July  9.  This 
stock  is  made  up  of  samples  of  cotton  drawn  from  bales  which  have  been  cer- 
tified by  the  Board  of  Cotton  Examiners  under  this  statute. 

All  the  samples,  totaling  more  than  150,000,  were  destroyed.  The 
replacement  value  has  been  estimated  by  the  New  York  Exchange  at  55  cents 
each.    The  Exchange   carried  insurance  on  this   entire  stock  of  samples. 

The  cause  of  the  fire  has  not  yet  been  determined,  but  it  is  believed 
that  it  had  its  origin  in  a  short  circuit  in  an  electric  wire.  While  the 
fire  spread  rapidly  all  the  people  working  in  the  building  were  able  to  get 
out  quickly  and  nobody  was  hurt. 

Mr.  Kitchen  and  C.  L.  Finch  of  the  Washington  office  of  the  DivisiO-i 
of  Cotton  Marketing  were  in  New  York  July  10  to  confer  with  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Cotton  Examiners  and  officials  of  the  Cotton  Exchange  and 
others  relative  to  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  fire. 
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F.  H.  SCRUGGS  RESIGNS 

AS  BOSTON  BROADCASTER. 

Frank  H.  Scruggs  has  resigned  as  radio  broadcaster  in  the  Bosto.i 
office,  where  he  has  been  employed  since  last  October,  to  accept  a  positioa 
With  the  Florida  Marketing  Bureau  under  L.  M.  Rhodes,  Commissioner.  Mrs. 
Scruggs,  who  has  acted  as  his  secretary  will  leave  with  him  August  1  for  his 
new  post. 

Since  the  Boston  radio  service  was  opened  last  fall  Mr.  Scruggs 
has  built  up  a  following  in  New  England  and  steadily  develop3d  the  radio 
program  there. 

Mr.  Marquis  met  with  the  committee  representing  the  New  England 
departments  of  markets.  July  8,  in  Boston,  and  discussed  the  appointment 
of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Scruggs.  The  radio  program  will  be  continued  and 
steadily  improved  under  the  direction  of  the  three  New  England  States  which 
are  reporting  the  program  —  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and  Maine  —  under 
the  supervision  of  Frederick  V.  Waugh. 

FIRST  SUMMER-  OUTLOOK 
REPORT  RELEASED. 

The  July  hog  outlook  statement  gives  a  favorable  outlook  for  the  year. 
This  report  was  prepared  by  the  Outlook  Committee  and  sent  by  air  mail 
on  Saturday  to  all  branch  offices  and  extension  workers  throughout  the 
country . 

The  outlook  on  poultry  will  be  issued  July  22;  sheep  and  wool,  August 
5;  beef  cattle,  August  26;  early  potatoes,  September  2;  and  winter  grain, 
September  5. 

FEDERAL-STATE  RICE .GRADING 
SERVICE  FOR  LOUISIANA . 

A  new  Federal-State  rice  grading  service  is  being  set  up  at  Cro.vley, 
Louisiana,  and  will  become  operative  on  August  1,  next,  under  a  recently 
completed  agreement  between  the  Louisiana  Department  of  Agriculture  and  this 
Bureau.  This  service,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Grain  Investigations 
Project,  will  cover  rough,  bro-.vn  and  milled  rice. 

When  the  terms  of  the  new  agreement  become  effective  in  Louisiana, 
the  Bureau  will  then  be  operating  a  Federal-State  rice  grading  service  in 
three  States,  similar  arrangements  having  been  in  effect  in  California  since 
November,  1928,  and  in  Texas  since  August,  1923. 

E.  G.  Boerner,  in  charge  of  the  Grain  Investigations  Project,  left 
Washington  the  latter  part  of  last  week  for  the  South  to  complete  arrange- 
ments with  the  Texas  State  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  broadening  of 
the  service  in  that  State  to  include  brown  and  milled  rice.  Until  this 
time  grading  in  Texas  has  covered  only  rough  rice.  While  in  Texas,  Mr. 
Boerner  will  attend  a  barbecue  given  by  the  entire  rice  interests  of 
the  State  at  Richmond  on  July  17,  and  discuss  the  need  for  a  reliable  grad- 
ing service  on  rice  in  connection  with  the  cooperative  marketing  of  that 
commodity. 

In  California  the  Bureau's  agreement  with  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  extends  the  rice  grading  service  to  rough,  brown  and  milled  rice. 
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BUREAU  CN  NOON  HOUR  RADIO

ANNUAL  DPIVE  Mi^.DE  FOR  FlTvIDS 

FOR  WELFARE  ASSOCI^Tl'cN . 

The  Welfare  Association,  through  the  Bureau  committee,  began  its 
annual  appeal  for  funds  on  July  15.  Representatives  in  the  various  units 
are  distributing  blanks  on  which  pledges  for  contributions  for  the  current 
year  may  be  made. 

This  Bureau  has  shared  generously  in  the  past  and  continues  to  share 
in  the  benefits  of  the  Welfare  Association.  Employees  who  have  been  in  the 
Department  for  a  number  of  years  are  probably  more  appreciative  of  the  serv- 
ice of  the  Association  than  those  who  have  joined  the  Department  since  the 
Association  was  organized.  Formerly  when  a  member  of  the  Department  was 
unable  to  meet  some  financial  emergency  and  the  matter  came  to  the  notice 
cf  his  immediate  office,  associates  frequently  found  it  necessary  to  come  to 
his  relief.  As  can  be  imagined,  the  amounts  thus  solicited  in  such  an  emer- 
gency, in  these  smaller  units,  were  necessarily  much  larger  than  the  yearly 
donation  an  individual  now  feels  called  upon  to  make  to  the  Department  fund. 

In  bespeaking  your  support  of  the  Welfare  Association  again  this 
year,  George  W.  Morrison,  Chairman  of  the  Bureau  committee,  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  following  extract  from  a  memorandum  of  R.  M.  Reese,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association,  relating  briefly  some  of  the  work  that  is  being 
done: 

"During  the  fiscal  year  closing  June  30,  1929,  financial  help,  in- 
cluding both  loans  and  gratuities,  has  been  extended  to  74  employees  of 
the  Department.  The  amount  loaned  (64  cases)  is  $5,357.40.  Ten  gratuities 
amounting  to  $725  have  been  granted  in  cases  of  urgent  need.  One  case  was 
on  account  of  the  death  of  an  employee,  the  sole  support  of  her  invalid 
mother.  Another  employee,  the  sole  support  of  a  paralytic  father,  required 
an  emergency  operation  with  annual  and  sick  leave  exhausted.  Another  was 
the  case  of  a  girl  injured  in  line  of  duty  resulting  in  permanent  disability 
but  not  reported  until  too  late  to  receive  Federal  Employees  Compensation. 
Still  another  provided  insulin  treatment  for  a  diabetic  on  a  very  small  sal- 
ary. The  loans  in  every  instance  have  been  made  to  meet  unforeseen  emergen- 
cies, such  as  the  necessity  for  operations  and  hospital  care,  either  for  the 
employees  themselves  or  members  of  their  immediate  families.  Every  case  has 
been  carefully  investigated  by  the  several  Bureau  committees  and  by  ycur 
Ecard  of  Directors."

Asher  Hobson,  Permanent  Delegate  of  this  country  to  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome  and  a  Collaborator  of  this  Bureau,  is  ex- 
pected to  sail  for  New  York  City  on  the  S.  S.  Republic,  due  to  land  on  July 
27.  Mr.  Hobson  is  coming  to  Washington  to  spend  several  weeks  conferring 
with  officials  of  this  Department  and  the  Department  of  State  about  the 
work  of  the  Institute. 

The  Washington  office  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool 
is  much  concerned  to  learn  that  Frank  Kingsbury,  Junior  Marketing  Specialist 
in  the  Denver  office,  suffered  severe  cuts  and  bruises  and  lost  two  teeth 
in  an  automobile  accident  on  July  4.  In  reporting  the  accident..  H.  W. 
French  in  charge  of  the  Denver  office,  explains:  "It  seems  that  they  were 
putting  in  a  nev/  bridge  and  the  concrete  work  v/as  all  finished  but  they  had 
dirt  piled  up  in  the  road  and  a  hole  15  or  20  feet  deep  between  the  dirt 
and  the  bridge  proper.

Growers  and  seedsmen  were  told  by  the  local  redtop  seed  dealers  that  no 
prices  would  be  established  until  after  this  report  had  been  issued.  Former- 
ly trade  estimates  were  valued  as  much  as.  if  not  more  than,  those  of  the 
Government,  but  in  recent  years  the  latter  ha,ve  been  more  reliable  and  are 
now  generally  accepted  by  the  trade. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman.  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will 
address  the  Western  Tennessee  Farmers  Institute  at  Jackson,  Tennessee,  July 
24,  on  the  subject  "The  Outlook  for  Westeini  Tennessee  Agriculture."

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MR.  CHRISTENSEN  BECOMES  SECRETARY 
OF  FEDEEAL  FARM  BOARD. 


The  resignation  of  Chris  L.  Christensen  as  head,  of  the  Division  of 
Cooperative  Marketing,  to  become  secretary  of  the  recently  created  Federal 
Farm  Board,  was  announced  by  this  Department  last  week, 

Mr.  Christensen  is  regarded  as  an  authority  on  agricultural  cooper- 
ation in  the  United  States  and  abroad,  having  been  in  charge  of  cooper- 
ative marketing  research  in  the  Department  since  1925.  He  received  a  B.  S. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Nebraska  in  1920,  and  took  graduate  work  in 
agricultural  economics  at  the  University  of  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  and  the 
Royal  Agricultural  College  of  Denmark,  in  addition  to  graduate  work  in 
economics  and  business  administration  at  Harvard  University. 

Mr.  Christensen 's  work  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  has 
dealt  with  outlining,  directing,  and  conducting  research  in  cooperative 
marketing,  including  the  making  of  analyses  of  the  various  functions  per- 
formed by  private  marketing  enterprises  and  cooperative  organizations. 
As  head  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  he  has  had  charge  of  the 
expansion  of  the  Bureau's  research  in  cooperative  marketing  as  provided 
by  Congress  through  the  establishment  of  this  division  in  1926  to  study 
cooperative  marketing  problems  and  render  economic  services  to  coopera- 
tive organizations. 

Mr.  Olsen,  in  announcing  Mr.  Christensen 's  resignation,  stated  that 
"it  is  with  great  regret  that  the  bureau  is  to  lose  Mr.  Christensen ' s 
services,  but  I  believe  he  can  render  an  even  more  valuable  service 
to  agriculture  as  secretary  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  His  broad  knowl- 
edge and  acquaintance  v»'ith  cooperative  marketing  v/ill  aid  him  in  his  new 
capacity  to  serve  many  branches  of  agriculture." 

Mr.  Christensen  was  born  at  Minden,  Nebraska,  December  29,  1894. 
He  served  in  the  United  States  Army  during  the  year  1918. 

Andrew  W.  McKay,  who  has  been  associated  v/ith  the  Division  of  Co- 
operative Marketing  since  its  forD,ation,  has  been  designated  by  Mr.  Olsen 
as  acting  in  charge  of  the  division.

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NATIONAL  LIVESTOCK  AND  MEAT  BOARD 

COOPERATE  IN  BEEF  GRADING  SERVICE. 

The  beef  grading  service  of  the  Division  of  livestock.  Meats  and 
Wool  will  be  operated  cooperatively  with  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat 
Board  beginning  August  1  at  New  York,  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  and  Omaha. 
This  arrangement  v/ill  eventually  make  possible  some  expansion  of  the 
service  to  other  markets  and  enable  the  division  to  meet  some  of  the 
demands  that  have  been  made  for  it. 

The  beef  grading  service  was  inaugurated  by  the  division  in 
May,  1927,  and  since  that  time  has  been  carried  on  entirely  from  Govern- 
ment funds  and  independently  of  any  outside  agency.  Under  the  new 
arrangement  the  fees  charged  for  the  grading  service  will  go  to  the 
National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board  and  used  tov/ard  paying  part  of  the 
salaries  of  the  Bureau  graders  and  for  the  further  expansion  of  the 
work  as  the  demand  for  it  seems  to  justify.  Rather  definite  plans  have 
been  made  to  later  again  extend  the  services  to  St.  Joseph  and  Sioux 
City.  This  was  available  to  those  markets  until  the  division  began  to 
charge  a  fee  for  the  grading  on  July  1,  1928. 

The  service  for  the  past  fiscal  year  has  been  rendered  at  Boston, 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  Washington,  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  Topeka  and 
Omaha.  A  comparison  of  the  number  of  beef  carcasses  graded  at  these 
points  for  the  first  v;eeks  in  Julj",  1928,  v/ith  those  on  the  same  weeks  this 
year  shows  an  increase  of  over  50  per  cent.  YL  C.  Davis,  in  charge  of 
this  service,  attributes  the  marked  increase  to  the  grov/ing  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  retailers  resulting  from  increased  demands  from  con- 
sumers for  graded  beef. 

REGIONAL  DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  MARKET  NEWS 

SERVICE  TO  BE  DEVELOPED  IN  NORTHWEST. 

Tentative  plans  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  for 
the  present  fiscal  year,  for  the  market  news  v;ork  at  its  new  offices  in 
Portland,  Oregon,  and  Seattle,  7/ashington,  include  the  assembling  and 
issuance  of  facts  regarding  the  regional  situation  as  v/ell  as  information 
concerning  the  national  situation.  Heretofore  the  service  of  the  divi- 
sion has  been  mostly  of  a  national  character.  The  regional  situation  in 
the  Northwest  for  both  dairy  and  poultry  products,  particularly  eggs,  is 
of  special  interest  to  the  Northwestern  producers.  Therefore  current 
information  on  the  supply  situation  v/ill  be  obtained  from  creameries  and 
egg  packing  plants  in  the  form  of  weekly  reports  and  compiled  for  the  areas 
as  a  whole. 

E.  R.  Johnson,  v/ho  will  be  in  charge  of  the  Seattle  office,  will 
handle  the  weekly  reports  for  the  poultry  industry,  and  J.  E.  Draper,  in 
charge  of  the  Portland  office,  the  v/eekly  reports  for  the  butter  industry. 
The  poultry  report  will  include  weekly  receipts  of  eggs  and  poultry  at 
poultry  and  egg  packing  plants  throughout  the  Northwest,  the  receipts  for 
poultry  being  separated  into  tv/o  classes  -  old  and  young.  The  weekly 
butter  production  report  will  be  received  from  all  creameries  in  the 
States  of  Washington  and  Oregon. 

It  is  possible  that  the  weekly  cold  storage  reports  for  this  area 
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will  be  extended  to  include  other  important  storage  points,  particularly 
Spokane  and  Salt  Lake  City. 

If  the  plan  of  issuing  these  weekly  reports  for  the  Northwest  works 
out  satisfactorily,  the  division  will  probably  extend  this  type  of  service 
to  other  regions  of  the  country. 

The  opening  of  the  nev/  dairy  and  poultry  offices  in  Seattle  and 
Portland  was  made  possible  by  the  increased  appropriation  for  market  news 
which  became  available  on  July  1.  L.  M.  Davis  left  Washington  by  auto- 
mobile July  18  for  the  ?/est  to  assist  in  establishing  these  new  offices. 
Ho  is  driving  his  family  as  far  as  Manhattan,  Kansas,  and  will  proceed  from 
there  to  the  Coast  by  train. 


TWO  MORS  STATS  DEPARTP^SMTS  ASSIST  IN 
SPRSADINC7  MARKET  NEWS  IN  SOUTH. 

The  Mississippi  Agricultural  Service  Department  has  signed  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Bureau  to  maintain  a  market  news  service  in  Mississippi.  This 
service  began  July  15  and  the  nev.'s  is  being  distributed  by  the  Mississippi 
Department  from  its  Jackson  office  through  the  local  newspapers,  the  As- 
sociated Press,  by  the  mailing  of  mimeographed  and  printed  reports,  and 
through  the  medium  of  a  radio  station  which  is  now  under  construction.  The 
Mississippi  Department  has  employed  a  market  nev/s  editor  to  carry  out  the 
distribution  program.  Five  field  men  of  the  State  Department  are  spread- 
ing the  word  about  the  service  to  farmers  and  assisting  them  in  getting  the 
kind  of  information  they  most  need. 

The  State  Division  of  Markets  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  has  signed 
a  similar  agreement  for  a  market  news  in  that  State.  Distribution  of  the 
news  began  on  July  15.  Two  radio  stations  -  WS.M  and  7/LAC  -  broadcast  the 
reports  tv/ice  daily.  The  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Markets,  Nelson  Rue,  is 
spending  the  next  three  months  touring  the  State  in  an  effort  to  interest 
the  farmers  and  farmers'  organizations  in  this  service.  Already  fruit  and 
vegetable  shippers  are  sending  long  distance  telephone  calls  for  the  market 
reports  to  the  State  Division  of  Markets.  One  such  call  was  received  from 
a  farmer  in  the  south  of  the  State  just  three  days  after  the  news  was  first 
disseminated. 

Other  State  agencies  that  are  now  assisting  in  the  distribution  of 
market  news  information  in  the  South  are  the  State  Departments  of  Agriculture 
of  Alabama,  Florida,  Texas  and  Oklahoma 

J.  C.  Gilbert  has  just  returned  from  Jackson,  Mississippi,  and  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  where  he  assisted  the  State  officials  in  setting  this 
market  nev,'s  service  in  operation. 

B.A.E.  MEN  WINNERS  IN 

THIRD  GOLF  TOURNAMENT . 

In  the  third  Departmental  golf  tournament,  held  July  12,  Oscar  Stean- 
son,  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  and  Robert  L.  Kause,  Cotton  Marketing, 
were  jn  the  prize  money.  The  prizes  were  for  net  score  only.  Mr.  Steanson 
came  in  third,  with  a  score  of  66,  while  Mr.  Kause  was  tied  with  tv70  others 
for  fourth  place,  with  a  score  of  68. 
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STAFF  MEMBERS  TO  ASSIST  WITH  PROGRAM 
OF  INSTITUTE  OF  RURAL  AFFAIRS. 

The  Bureau  will  cooperate  in  the  program  of  the  Institute  of  Rural 
Affairs,  m  session  at  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  June  30-August  2, 
through  Eric  Englund.  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  and 
Dr.  W.  J,  Spillraan,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs.  This 
Institute  is  being  conducted  and  directed  by  the  agricultural  faculty  of  the 
Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute. 

The  sessions  of  the  Institute  of  Rural  Affairs  will  take  place  in 
the  morning  and  will  be  in  the  nature  of  round  table  conferences.  Doctor 
Spillraan  will  present  the  subject  "Control  of  Agricultural  Surpluses"  on 
August  1;  Mr.  Englund,  the  subject  "Is  the  Present  System  of  Taxation  Fair 
to  Farmers?"  on  August  2. 

The  Institute  of  Rural  Affairs  will  have  the  full  support  of  the 
officers  of  the  Farmers'  Institute,  one  of  the  oldest  organized  groups  of 
farm  men  and  women  in  Virginia,  and  the  State  Agricultural  Advisory  Council 
and  the  Virginia  Horaemakers  Association.  The  two  latter  organizations 
were  formed  about  five  years  ago.  The  State  Agricultural  Advisory  Coun- 
cil is  made  up  of  representatives  of  the  leading  agricultural  organiza- 
tions and  institutions  in  the  State  and  has  for  its  immediate  purpose  the 
working  out  and  putting  into  operation  a  long  time  program  for  the  agri- 
cultural development  of  the  State.  The  Virginia  Home  Makers  Association  is 
made  up  of  farm  women  and  rural  leaders  v/ho  are  particularly  interested  in 
fostering  the  right  kind  of  horn©  life  in  rural  homes. 

NEW  TRUCK  CROP  SPECIALISTS 

IN  WASHINGTON  FOR  INSTRUCTION , 

The  newly  appointed  truck  crop  specialists  who  will  handle  the  ex- 
panded truck  crop  reporting  work  for  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates  have  been  in  Washington  since  July  15  taking  a  short  course  in 
statistical  methods.  Charles  F.  Sarle,  Paul  Koenig,  and  S.  R.  Newell  are 
conducting  the  classes.  The  forenoons  are  devoted  to  instructions  in  statis- 
tical methods;  the  afternoons  to  laboratory  work  and  conferences  on  truck 
crop  reporting  methods.  The  group  will  remain  in  Washington  until  about 
August  1. 

Jesse  E.  Dickerson,  who  was  selected  from  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division  staff  to  serve  as  truck  crop  reporter  for  the  States  of  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Michigan,  has  been  re-transferred  to  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division  at  his  request.  H. C.L.Stewart,  who  was  also  transferred  from  that 
division,  to  become  fruit  and  truck  crop  reporter  for  the  West  North-Central 
States,  will  be  given  the  territory  that  was  assigned  to  Mr.  Dickerson,  but 
v/ill  have  his  headquarters  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  rather  than  at  Lafayette, 
Indiana,  as  had  been  designated  under  the  first  arrangement.  For  the  present 
the  regular  State  Statisticians  in  the  States  of  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and 
lov/a  will  handle  the  truck  crop  reporting  work  in  those  States,  which  it  had 
been  intended  Mr.  Stewart  would  cover. 

Lewis  C.  Heidelberg,  Assistant  Statistician  in  the  Mississippi  of- 
fice, will  hereafter  devote  a  large  part  of  his  time  to  truck  crop  reporting 
in  the  States  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  southern  Alabama. 
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INCREASING  NUMBER  OF  CANIDATES  FOR 

ADVANCED  DEGREES  IN  AGRICULTURAL  ECONOMICS. 

The  July  number  of  the  Journal  of  Farm  Economics  carries  a  list,  of 
271  students  taking  advanced  work  in  agricultural  economics  and  farra 
farm  management  in  this  country  and  a  list  of  323  students  doing 
similar  work  at  Cana.dian  and  European  universities.  In  this  connection 
K.A.H.  Murray.  H.  J.  Stover,  and  E.  0.  Storm  of  Cornell  University  present 
the  following  interesting  facts  gathered  from  this  study: 

The  constantly  increasing  number  of  candidates  for  advanced  degrees 
in  agricultural  economics  and  farm  management  reflects  the  growing  inter- 
est in  the  economics  of  agriculture.  In  1929,  nearly  300  students  were 
candidates  for  advanced  degrees  in  this  field,  or  40  per  cent  more  than 
were  reported  in  1927. 

About  45  per  cent  of  the  candidates  were  registered  for  the  doctor's 
degree  in  1929,  41  per  cent  in  192S,  and  43  per  cent  in  1927. 

In  1929  candidates  for  the  master's  degree,  who  had  obtained  their 
bachelor's  degree  at  59  institutions,  were  working  for  the  master's  degree 
at  33  institutions.  The  candidates  for  the  doctorate  were  working  at  15 
institutions,  having  obtained  an  intermediate  degree  from  22,  and  their 
bachelor  degree  from  48. 

The  candidates  for  the  master's  degree  in  1929  were  distributed 
among  33  institutions;  half  of  them  v/ere  registered  at  seven  institutions. 
Three  Universities,  Cornell,  Minnesota,  and  Wisconsin,  had  two-thirds  of 
the  candidates  for  the  doctorate,  in  1929. 

The  amount  of  financial  assistance  obtained  through  teaching  and 
research  appointments,  scolarships,  and  fellowships,  was  reported  for 
162  students.  Approximately  one-third  received  no  financial  assistance; 
a  few  received  various  sums  ranging  from  $200  up  to  $2,500;  15  received 
between  $1,000  and  $1,100. 

The  list  of  candidates  working  in  Canada  and  Europe  covers  523 
students  at  institutions  in  10  countries  as  follows:  Germany,  211; 
Hungax'y-  43:  Russia,  29;  England  and  Wales,  13;  Austria,  11;  Czechoslo- 
vakia, 4;  Poland.  Canada,  and  Ireland,  3  each;  Switzerland,  2.  Inspec- 
tion of  the  thesis  titles  indicates  that  students  in  foreign  countries 
are  interested  in  much  the  same  fields  and  projects  as  advanced  students 
in  the  United  States.

The  Civil  Service  Commission  announces  open  competitive  examin- 
ations for  Senior  Agricultural  Economist.  $4, 600-$5, 200  a  year;  Agri- 
cultural Economist,  S3,800-!s;4,400  a  year;  Associate  Agricultural  Econo- 
mist, $3,200-$3,700  a  year;  and  Assistant  Agricultural  Economist,  $2,600- 
$3,100  a  year.  Applications  for  entrance  to  these  examinations  must 
be  on  file  with  the  Commission  at  Washington,  D.  C,  not  later  than 
August  14,  1929. 

A  separate  list  of  eligibles  in  each  grade  v/ill  be  established  for 
each  of  the  following  optional  subjects,  except  as  indicated:  1.  Coop- 
erative Marketing;  2  Crop  and  Livestock  Forecasting  (for  Assistant  grade 
only);  3.  Farm  Finance;  4,  Farm  Management;  5.  Foreign  Competition  and 
Demand;   6.  Statistical  Research;    7.  Transportation;  8.  Marketing  (live- 
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stock,  wool,  dairy  products,  or  poultry  products). 

Competitors  will  not  be  required  to  report  for  examination  at  any 
place,  but  will  be  rated  on  the  following  subjects,  which  will  have  the 
relative  weights  indicated:  Education  and  experience,  weight  70;  publi- 
cation,  thesis,   or  discussion  (to  be  filed  by  the  applicant),  weight  30.

BUREAU  ISSUES  MID-SUMMER 

POULTRY  AND  EGG  OUTLOOK. 

Tne  mid-summer  poultry  and  egg  outlook  report  was  prepared  Saturday 
by  the  poultry  and  egg  outlook  committee,  of  which  Dr.  S.  A.  Jones  is  chair- 
man, and  copies  were  mailed  to  interested  persons  for  release  on  Monday. 
The  report  states:  "Increased  supplies  of  poultry  are  in  prospect  this 
fall  and  winter,  with  consequent  reductions  in  poultry  prices  probable, 
compared  with  the  high  prices  of  last  fall  and  winter.  While  egg  supplies 
are  expected  to  remain  low  and  egg  prices  to  be  well  maintained  through  the 
fall,  probable  increases  in  production  in  the  late  winter  and  spring  seem 
likely  to  reduce  prices  somewhat  below  the  levels  of  a  year  earlier,  unless 
an  exceptional  proportion  of  the  flocks  are  marketed  this  fall." 

GERMAN  CHANGES  HIS  OPINION  OF  BUREAU'S 

SEED  REPORTS  ON  VISIT  TO  UNITED  STATES. 

Theodor  Rimpan,  Hamburg,  Germany,  seedsman  called  on  the  Hay,  Feed 
and  Seed  Division  last  week.  Although  he  has  been  correspondent  of  that 
division  for  several  years  he  ad-nitted  frankly  that  he  had  never  taken 
its  seed  reports  seriously.  He  thought  that  many  of  them  were  colored  to 
meet  the  situation,  especially  with  reference  to  those  kinds  of  seeds  im- 
ported from  or  exported  to  Germany  and  other  European  countries.  He  was 
surprised  to  learn,  hov/ever,  from  discussions  with  the  many  seedsmen  in 
this  country  during  the  past  three  weeks  that  the  seed  reports  of  this 
division  were  considered  to  be  accurate  and  unbiased  by  the  seed  trade.  He 
said  that  in  his  opinion  no  other  country  in  the  world  was  furnishing  such 
valuable  seed  information  for  grov/ers,  dealers  and  consumers.  As  he  left  the 
office  he  gave  assurance  that  he  would  be  glad  to  submit  more  comprehensive 
reports  regarding  European  seed  crop  and  marketing  conditions  than  hereto- 
fore.

BUYING  BROOMCORN  ON  THE  BASIS  OF  U.  S.  STANDARDS,  by  G.  B.  Alguire, 
of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  is  a  mimeographed  statement  designed 
to  furnish  prospective  buyers  of  Federally  inspected  broomcorn  with  infor- 
mation to  assist  them  in  interpreting  prices  and  quality  quotations  and  in 
placing  orders  best  calculated  to  meet  requirements.     Copies  are  available.

With  the  approval  of  ^ ro  +  n  y.^^YrHi  'iT[f""TTTTTM i  ] i  7  recently  appointed 
a  special  committee  to  study  various  suggestions  and  criticisms  received  by 
the  Department  with  reference  to  the  Official  Grain  Standards  and  the 
Administration  of  the  Grain  Standards  Act.  The  personnel  of  this  committee 
consists  of  Prof.  George  R.  Hyslop,  head  of  the  Department  of  Farm  Crops, 
Oregon  Agricultural  College,  who  hi3  been  employed  temporarily  for  this 
work,  and  Edward  C.  Parker,  in  charge  of  hay  standardization  and  inspection 
for  this  Bureau. 

The  committee  will  begin  its  v?ork  this  week,  and  will  undertake  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  official  grain  standards  and  inspection  methods 
which  will  probably  require  about  three  months  to  complete.  A  general 
survey  of  the  grain  grades,  their  applicability  and  their  administration, 
has  not  been  made  for  several  years.  It  is  expected  that  the  committee 
will  spend  considerable  time  in  the  field  conferring  with  representatives 
of  the  Grain  Division  and  various  representatives  of  the  States  and  the 
grain  trade.    Professor  Hyslop  will  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee. 

LIVERPOOL  ACTION  FAVORS  UNITED  STATES 
OFFICIAL  COTTON  STAPLE  STANDARDS. 

Adoption  of  a  resolution  by  members  of  the  Liverpool  Cotton  Asso- 
ciation, instructing  its  Board  of  Directors  to  provide  for  arbitrations 
based  upon  the  official  cotton  staple  standards  of  the  United  States,  has 
been  reported  by  the  association  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture through  E.  A.  Foley,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  London. 

The  Department  is  also  informed  that  concurrently  with  the  action  on 
staple  standards  a  resolution  has  been  passed  providing  for  the  admission 
of  Americans  under  certain  conditions  to  membership  in  the  Liverpool  Cotton 
Association. 

COOPERATIVE  STAFF  TAKE 

LEAVE  OF  MR.   CHRISTENSEN . 

That  he  keep  in  the  "Fair»/ay"  and  out  of  the  "Rough"  in  his  new 
field  of  work  as  Secretary  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board  was  the  parting  v/ish 
last  Tuesday  of  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  to  Mr. 
Christens3n,  expressed  through  A.  W.  McKay.  Putting  the  group's  wishes  in 
the  terms  of  golf  followed  naturally  his  presentation  to  Mr.  Christensen 
of  a  handsome  set  of  golf  sticks,  bag  and  balls  as  the  farewell  gift  from 
his  former  staff. 

The  farewell  talk  on  behalf  of  the  division  and  for  the  Bureau  as

Our  consolation,  Mr.  Olsen 
stated,  lies  in  the  fact  that  through  the  mutual  interests  between  the 
Board  and  the  Bureau,  Mr.  Christensen's  relationships  with  our  force  will 
continue  to  be  very  close. 

In  conclusion  Mr.  Olsen  said:  "We  are  sorry  to  see  you  leave,  but 
in  your  leaving  we  wish  you  the  very  best  of  success  and  want  to  assure  you 
that  our  interest  in  you  is  just  as  sincere  now  that  you  have  gone  into 
another  organization  as  it  has  been  v/hile  you  were  in  the  Bureau." 

After  expressing  for  the  division  admiration  in  the  ability  which 
led  to  Mr.  Christensen's  selection  for  the  larger  post,  for  his  four  years 
of  leadership  in  the  division,  and  his  qualities  as  a  man,  as  well  as  appre- 
ciation for  his  friendship,  Mr.  McKay  undertook  to  give  humorous  instruc- 
tions for  playing  the  game  of  golf.  He  placed  particular  stress  on  the 
value  of  one  of  the  sticks  which  he  said  might  be  used  three  times  and  count 
only  once. 

In  accepting  the  gift  Mr.  Christensen  responded  with  marked  emotion. 
He  credited  his  good  fortune  in  being  selected  as  a  member  of  the  Federal 
Farm  Board  largely  to  the  successful  functioning  of  the  Division  of  Co- 
operative Marketing  which  he  thought  had  resulted  from  the  wholehearted 
support  and  efficient  >7ork  of  the  entire  staff.  He  expressed  an  interest 
in  and  love  for  each  member.  ?/hilc  his  emotion  showed  his  grief  at  part- 
ing with  the  group,  it  was  plain  that  he  sees  his  new  work  as  a  great  ad- 
venture and  that  even  getting  into  the  "Rough"  will  hold  a  thrill  for  him. 

Referring  to  the  attitude  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board  toward  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Christensen  stated  that  he  thought  each  member 
considered  himself  a  part  of  the  organization  of  the  Department,  and  that 
they  had  expressed  the  desire  for  headquarters  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
Department  offices. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  TO  HAVE 

TOBACCO  GRADING  SERVICE. 

Arrangements  were  completed  for  the  establishment  of  the  tobacco  grad- 
ing service  in  North  Carolina  when  Charles  E.  Gage  obtained  the  signature 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  in  that  State  upon  a  three-day  trip  from 
which  he  returned  last  Thursday.  Mr.  Gage  went  to  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
and  South  Carolina.  He  says  that  a  preliminary  conference  was  held  with 
warehousemen  at  Goldsboro  looking  to  the  possible  selection  of  that  market 
for  the  grading  service  in  North  Carolina. 

A  day  was  spent  at  Lake  City  where  F.  B.  Wilkinson,  of  the  Tobacco 
Section,  and  two  tobacco  graders  are  preparing  for  the  opening  of  the  mar- 
ket July  30.  Mr.  Wilkinson  has  held  a  number  of  meetings  v.'ith  farmers, 
explaining  the  service,  and  indications  point  to  a  successful  inauguration 
of  the  work.  At  Richmond,  J.  H.  Meek,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Markets, 
reported  that  much  interest  is  being  shown  in  the  service  by  other  markets 
than  those  already  selected  for  this  year's  operations. 
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RECORD  YEAR  REPORTED  IN  FRUIT 

AND  VEGETABLE  INSPECTION  WORK. 

The  inspection  of  fruits  and  vegetables  by  the  Division  of  Fruits  and 
Vegetables  broke  all  previous  records  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1929.  A  total  of  266,831  inspections  were  made,  of  which  229,199  were  at 
shipping  points  and  37,632  at  terminal  markets.  There  had  been  no  change 
in  the  legal  authority  providing  for  the  Food  Products  Inspection  Service 
during  the  period  named,  and  the  work  both  in  receiving  markets  and  at  ship- 
ping points  was  conducted  on  the  same  basis  and  with  practically  the  same 
number  of  inspectors  as  during  previous  years. 

Shipping  point  inspections  showed  an  increase  over  last  year  of 
18,367  cars,  while  receiving  point  inspections  showed  an  increase  of  5,202 
cars  of  fruits  and  vegetables.  T^venty-three  States  showed  an  increase  in 
shipping  point  inspections  during  the  past  year  and  15  States  showed  a  de- 
cline. 7/ashington  showed  the  greatest  increase  of  any  State,  amounting  to 
approximately  6,000  cars.  Florida,  which  showed  a  decline  in  the  number  of 
inspections  the  year  before,  showed  a  slight  increase  this  year.  California, 
which  showed  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections  the  year  before, 
showed  a  decline  this  year. 

Since  inspection  of  fruits  and  vegetables  at  receiving  points  was 
inaugurated  in  1917  and  at  shipping  points  in  1922,  the  demand  for  this 
service  has  been  steadily  growing.  On  account  of  its  providing  a  basis  for 
making  sales  and  adjustments,  shippers  and  receivers  are  more  and  more 
appreciating  the  value  of  the  service  and  making  increasing  demands  for  it 
each  year. 

FIRST  OF  SERIES  OF  CHART 
HANDBOOKS  IS  ISSUED. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  chart  handbooks,  for  use  in  outlook  reports, 
has  been  prepared.  The  new  handbook  is  entitled  "Hog  Outlook  Charts  With 
Explanations."  It  contains  19  selected  charts  which  bear  an  explanatory 
statement  in  rotaprint  on  the  back.  The  size,  4  by  7  inches,  conforms 
with  the  size  of  the  county  agents'  handbooks.  A  limited  edition  of  the 
new  booklet  will  be  distributed  among  the  outlook  workers  in  the  Bureau  and 
in  the  States.  The  supply  is  not  sufficient  to  make  distribution  to  any 
other  lists  at  present. 

A  series  of  handbooks  of  this  type,  on  a  dozen  of  the  principal  com- 
modities, has  been  outlined  by  Mr.  Marquis,  and  the  charts  are  being  assem- 
bled and  the  descriptive  text  written  by  Thew  D.  Johnson.  Suggestions  or 
criticisms  of  these  will  be  welcomed.

STUDY  BEING  MADE  OF  SOCIAL  ORGANIZATIONS 
IN  THE  STATE  OF  WASHINGTON. 

A  study  to  discover  the  forms,  means  and  practices  of  effective 
community  social  organizations  for  social  advantages  in  selected  communities 
in  the  State  of  Washington  is  being  undertaken  under  a  cooperative  agree- 
ment between  the  State  College  of  Washington  and  the  Division  of  Farm  Popula- 
tion and  Rural  Life.  Types  of  organizations  and  clubs  that  will  be  studied 
will  include  local  granges,  local  farmers'  unions,  community  farm  bureau 
clubs,  4-H  clubs,  and  special  community  clubs.  The  investigation  will 
be  much  the  same  as  the  one  conducted  with  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  the  results  of  which  v/ere  pub- 
lished in  1928  by  the  University  as  Bulletin  403,  "Making  Rural  Organi- 
zations Effective."  The  difference  between  the  two  studies  is  mainly  that 
the  present  one  will  include  an  investigation  of  the  traits  of  effective 
community  leaders  in  these  social  organizations,  scoring  them  according 
to  age;  educational  attainments;  journals,  magazines,  papers  and  books 
read;  years  of  experience  in  different  occupations;  time  devoted  to  organiza- 
tion problems;  ideas  with  respect  to  successful  organizations;  participation 
in  other  community  activities  and  general  reputation  in  the  community.  It  is 
expected  that  the  results  of  this  study  will  be  published  in  bulletin  form.

BOLL  COUNTS  USED 

IN  COTTON  ESTIMATES. 

Joseph  A.  Becker  and  S.  A.  Jones,  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Live- 
stock Estimates,  are  planning  to  start  on  an  extended  automobile  trip 
about  August  10,  through  all  the  cotton  States,  to  continue  the  studies 
now  under  way  in  connection  with  estimating  the  yield  of  cotton  from  boll 
counts.  They  will  also  make  a  careful  study  of  the  effects  of  the  boll 
weevil  this  year  on  the  yield  of  cotton  through  all  the  area  they  cover. 
Starting  in  Virginia,  they  will  travel  through  the  two  Carolinas,  Georgia, 
Alabama  and  Mississippi.  About  September  1  they  will  return  to  Washington 
to  assist  with  the  September  crop  report,  after  which  they  will  continue 
their  trip  through  Arkansas,  Oklahoma  and  Texas.  They  expect  to  cover  between 
7,000  and  8,000  miles  in  two  months,  driving  about  200  miles  a  day,  and 
stopping  every  5  or  10  miles  to  inspect  cotton,  count  bolls  and  make  other 
objective  measurements  of  cotton  production.  The  information  they  gather 
will  be  used  in  connection  with  the  regular  monthly  forecasts  of  cotton 
production . 

Last  year  W.  F.  Callander  and  Doctor  Jones  made  a  similar  trip  to 
the  one  planned  this  year  by  Doctor  Jones  and  Mr.  Becker,  and  obtained  a 
great  deal  of  information  that  was  very  valuable  in  the  cotton  forecasts 
made  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 

GOVERNMENT'S  RIGHT  TO  COLLECT 

EXCESS  WOOL  PROFITS  UPHELD. 

The  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit 
rendered  an  opinion  on  June  20  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  vs.  Kraus 
and  Apfelbaum.  The  court  holds  that  the  defendant,  Kraus  and  Apfelbaum, 
v/ho  operated  as  approved  wool  dealers  at  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  in  the  hand- 
ling of  wool  during  the  year  1918  under  the  regulations  of  the  War  Indus- 
tries Board,  acted  as  Government  agents  under  the  terms  of  their  contract 
which  they  signed  in  accepting  a  permit  and  in  which  they  agreed  to  operate 
in  accordance  with  the  Government  Wool  Regulations  and,  therefore,  are 
bound  by  such  contract.  The  Court  states  that  such  dealers  were  paid  by 
and  received  from  the  Government  the  prices  and  the  commissions  that  were 
not  provided  for  in  any  other  way  than  in  the  regulations  and  the  Govern- 
ment had  a  right  in  those  extraordinary  times  to  protect  sellers  of  v/ool 
by  providing  that  out  of  all  the  transactions  the  Government's  agents  should 
not  ha.ve  more  than  the  specified  profits  and  that  v/hatever  those  agents 
gained  in  addition  to  this  should  be  disposed  of  as  the  Government  might 
decide. 

This  opinion  is  entirely  favorable  to  the  views  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment regarding  the  collection  of  excess  v/ool  profits.  Since  an  adverse 
decision  was  rendered  by  a  different  Circuit  Court  about  three  years  ago 
some  District  Courts  have  relied  on  that  decision  and  decided  against  the 
Government.  The  first  Circuit  Court  decision,  however,  indicated  that  if 
the  dealer  had  received  a  proper  permit  from  the  War  Industries  Board  and 
had  signed  an  agreement  in  that  connection  to  abide  by  the  wool  regula- 
tions, they  would  have  been  bound.  Therefore,  the  two  Circuit  Court  de- 
cisions are  not  really  in  conflict  although  the  latest  decision  is  much 
more  definite  in  supporting  the  Government's  position  during  the  past  ten 
years  in  collecting  excess  wool  profits. 
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THE  WORLD  AGRICULTURAL  CENSUS  OF  1930  IN  THE  LATIN  AMERICAN  REPUB-

QUALITY  OF  THE  COTTON  SPUN  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  (Year  ending  July 
31,  1928),  a  preliminary  report  prepared  by  Peter  M.  Strang  of  the  Division 
of  Cotton  Marketing,  is  the  eighth  report  of  results  obtained  in  a  study 
of  utilization  of  American  cotton.  The  project  was  begun  in  the  division 
in  the  summer  of  1926  and  in  the  spring  of  1927  became  a  part  of  the  cor- 
related program  of  research  in  which  the  Cotton  Textile  Institute,  Incor- 
porated, the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce,  and  this  Department  are  coop- 
erating.

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HERE  AND  THERE  IN  THE  BUREAU. 

Mr.  Olsen  was  in  Chicago  last  Friday  and  Saturday  and  sat  in  a 
meeting  called  by  the  Federal  Farm  Board  of  representatives  of  various 
cooperative  associations  dealing  in  wheat.  Following  this  meeting  he 
proceeded  to  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  to  attend  the  American  Institute  of  Coop- 
eration. He  is  on  the  Institute  program  on  August  5  for  a  discussion  of 
the  subject  "How  Government  Can  Aid  Cooperatives  in  Developing  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Outlets  for  Farm  Products." 

Mr.  Marquis  addressed  the  State  conference  of  teachers  of  agricul- 
ture of  West  Virginia,  at  Morgantown,  July  29,  on  "Sources  and  Use  of  In- 
formation in  Agricultural  Economics." 

M.  L.  Wilson,  former  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs  and  now  head  of  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  of  Montana 
State  College,  Bozeman,  v/rites  Mr.  Ezekiel  the  following  interesting  mes-

W.  A.  Sherman,  chief,  and  R.  R.  Pailthrop,  of  the  Division  of 
Fruits  and  Vegetables,  and  J.  C.  Gilbert,  Division  of  Economic  Information, 
will  attend  the  International  Apple  Shippers  Convention  at  Toronto,  Canada, 
in  session  from  August  13-17.  Mr.  Pailthrop  is  on  the  program  to  discuss 
"Possible  Changes  in  the  United  States  Export  Standards  for  Apples."  Mr. 
Sherman  will  assist  Mr.  Gilbert  in  displaying  an  exhibit,  to  be  set  up  by 
the  latter,  of  the  work  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  including 
inspection  and  standardization,  standardization  of  packages,  administration 
of  regulatory  acts,  and  research. 

William  Guy  Meal,  has  been  appointed  as  Associate  Agricultural 
Economist  in  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing.  He  will  report  for  duty 
August  1.  Mr.  Meal  will  be  engaged  primarily  in  business  analysis  studies 
producers'  cooperative  organizations.  He  holds  a  B.  S.  degree  from  Cornell 
University,  and  during  the  past  school  year  has  taken  graduate  work  toward 
a  Ph.D.  degree.  Since  graduation  he  has  assisted  with  a  farm  records 
survey  bearing  on  the  cost  of  milk  production,  conducted  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity; has  served  as  County  Extension  Leader  in  New  York  State;  has  served 
as  County  Agricultural  Agent;  and  for  the  last  three  years  has  been  engaged 
as  instructor  in  marketing  in  the  department  of  agricultural  economics  and 
farm  management  at  Cornell  University. 

Gordon  C.    Corbaley,    President  of  the  American  Institute  of  Food 
Distribution,  Inc.,  was  in  Washington  last  week  and  addressed  the  truck  crop 
specialists  who  were  in  this  city  for  instruction,  on  the  statistical  needs 
of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry. 
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Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products, 
left  Washington  July  25  for  a  trip  that  will  probably  keep  him  in  the  field 
until  the  middle  of  August.  He  will  go  to  Chicago  to  confer  v/ith  the 
division's  local  representatives  and  members  of  the  trade  regarding  the 
market  news,  grading  and  inspection  v/ork;  to  Austin,  Hvlinn.,  to  check  up 
on  the  Federal-State  poultry  inspection  work  conducted  at  the  plant  of 
George  A.  Hormel  &  Co.;  to  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  to  confer  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  and  officers  of  the  Land  of  Lakes  Creameries, 
Inc.,  regarding  the  Federal-State  butter,  egg  and  poultry  work  in  that 
State;  and  to  Madison,  Wis.,  to  discuss  with  the  Director  of  Markets  plans 
for  Federal-State  cheese  grading  work  in  that  State. 

Frederick  W.  Morrison  has  been  appointed  as  Senior  Specialist  in 
Cotton  Classing,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Cotton  Classing  Committee 
at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  and  is  expected  to  report  at  that  point  on  August  1. 
Mr.  Morrison  specialized  in  cotton  manufacturing  in  the  New  Bedford  Textile 
School.  For  the  last  25  years  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  handling  and  class- 
ing of  cotton  for  various  cotton  concerns  in  the  South. 

Prof.  S.  G.  Ujansky,  an  agricultural  economist  of  the  scientific 
Research  Institute  in  Agricultural  Economics,  Moscow,  U.  S.  S.  R. ,  together 
v/ith  a  party  of  seven  other  Russians,  (Agronomists),  were  recent  visitors  in 
the  Bureau.  Professor  Ujansky  is  especially  interested  in  the  organization 
of  large  farms  and  in  the  use  of  machinery  in  grain  production,  and  is  making 
an  extensive  tour  to  study  the  methods  and  operation  of  large  farms  in  this 
country.  The  group  of  agronomists  will  accompany  him  only  as  far  as  Bozeman, 
Montana.  Professor  Ujansky  and  Professor  Studensky,  who  is  connected  with 
the  same  Institute,  plans  to  return  later  to  Washington  to  learn  more  of 
the  work  of ' the  Bureau. 

Robert  W.  Skelton  is  transferring  from  Portland,  Oregon,  to  the  new 
district  office  which  is  being  opened  by  the  Grain  Division  in  Great  Falls, 
Mont.  The  new  office  will  be  located  at  234  Ford  Building,  19  Third  Street, 
North. 

G.  C.  Edler,  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  will  discuss  the  Seed 
Verification  Service  at  the  Ohio  seedsmen's  meeting,  Wooster,  Ohio,  on 
August  1.  He  will  proceed  westward  to  points  at  which  applications  have 
been  received  for  the  service  this  year  from  dealers  not  enrolled  last 
year.  Formal  or  informal  applications  have  already  been  received  from 
such  dealers  at  San  Jose,  111.,  Portage,  Wis.,  Brookings  and  Blunt,  S.  Dak., 
Sedgwick,  Kans.,  and  Grand  Junction,  Colo.  Additional  applications  are 
expected  to  be  received  before  September  1,  the  closing  date  for  filing 
them.  Mr.  Elder  will  examine  the  seed  records  of  applicants  and  recommend 
changes  or  additions,  if  necessary,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  service.

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SCHOOL  HELD  ON  STANDARD  GRADING  AND 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  COTTON  LINTERS. 

So  many  applications  for  licenses  to  certificate  the  classifi- 
cation of  cotton  linters  on  the  basis  of  the  official  standards  have  been 
received  that  G.  S.  Meloy,  Senior  Marketing  Specialist  of  the  Division  of 
Cotton  Marketing,  who  developed  these  standards,  is  holding  a  school  on  the 
theory  of  standard  grading  and  on  the  practical  classification  of  cotton 
linters  on  the  basis  of  the  standards.  This  school  began  August  5  in  Dallas, 
Texas.  When  Mr.  Meloy  left  Washington  the  latter  part  of  last  week  for 
Dallas  he  had  already  been  advised  that  about  twenty  men  would  attend  from 
Texas,  and  in  addition  men  had  signified  that  they  were  coming  from  Georgia, 
Tennessee,  and  Oklahoma. 

The  school  will  not  last  over  10  days  and  will  be  conducted  by  Victor 
R.  Fuchs,  Associate  Marketing  Specialist  of  the  division. 

ARRANGEMENTS  MADE  FOR  SOYBEAN 
INSPECTION  IN  OHIO. 

Federal  inspection  of  soybeans  at  Toledo  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  will 
be  provi.ded  as  a  result  of  arrangements  made  by  J.  E.  Barr,  of  the  Hay, 
Feed  and  Seed  Division,  on  a  recent  trip,  with  the  Toledo  Produce  Exchange 
and  the  Cincinnati  Board  of  Trade.  The  service  will  become  effective  just 
as  soon  as  a  formal  cooperative  agreement  can  be  entered  into  with  the 
Cincinnati  Board  of  Trade  and  the  agreement  which  the  Bureau  already  has 
with  the  Toledo  Produce  Exchange  for  bean  inspection  can  be  amended  to  in- 
clude soybeans . . 

In  addition  to  Toledo  and  Cincinnati,  Mr.  Barr  visited  Chicago, 
Indianapolis,  Pittsburgh  and  points  in  Michigan  and  discussed  with  shippers, 
canners  and  others  the  effects  of  high  moisture  on  the  quality  of  beans 
in  transit  and  in  storage.  These  conferences  were  held  with  the  various 
interests  because  some  had  expressed  a  desire  to  have  the  maximum  percentage 
of  moisture  in  United  States  standards  for  beans  increased. 

STUDY  MADE  OF  FACTORS  AFFECTING 

THE  SIZE  OF  HOOD  VALLEY  APPLES. 

S.  R.  Newell,  Associate  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimator  for  Maryland, 
has  completed  the  study  which  was  started  this  spring  at  the  suggestion 
of  William  A.  Schoenfeld,  in  charge  of  the  Bureau's  regional  office  in 
the  Northwest,  to  determine  the  factors  affecting  the  size  of  apples  in 
the  Hood  River  Valley,  Washington.  Mr.  Newell  spent  several  weeks  in  the 
Valley  collecting  basic  information.  His  study,  which  is  now  being  mimeo- 
graphed, promises  to  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  apple  growers  in  that 
section. 
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STEADY  GROWTH  IN  FRUIT  AND 

VEGETABLE  STANDARDIZATION. 

Fruit  and  Vegetable  standardization  has  been  steadily  growing  since 
the  inauguration  of  this  service  in  1916,  until  at  this  time  grades  have  been 
established  for  44  commodities.  The  favorable  attitude  toward  the  service 
of  shippers  and  receivers,  on  the  part  of  the  former  because  of  better  prices 
received  and  of  the  latter  because  of  better  quality  assured,  has  led  the 
Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  to  extend  standardization  to  more  and  more 
products  each  year.  The  latest  development  in  this  work  has  been  the 
standardization  of  commodities  for  canning. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  establishment,  at  to- 
mato canning  factories,  of  a  grading  system  whereby  growers  can  be  paid 
in  proper  proportion  to  the  actual  value  of  their  loads  in  order  that  the 
growers  of  better  quality  products  may  receive  premiums  for  their  stock. 
Tentative  standards  were  issued  for  tomatoes  for  canning  in  1923.  These 
were  revised  in  1926.  In  1928  nine  canners  in  Indiana,  one  in  New  York 
and  three  in  Pennsylvania  bought  their  raw  tomatoes  on  the  basis  of  the 
U.  S.  grades.  These  canners  considered  the  results  so  satisfactory  that 
they  are  now  planning  to  buy  their  tomatoes  on  the  graded  basis  during  the 
coming  season.  Contracts  for  tomatoes  on  the  basis  of  the  U.  S.  grades  have 
also  been  made  at  about  30  additional  canneries. 

The  favorable  attitude  of  the  growers  for  one  factory  toward  the 
grading  system  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  51  growers  out  of  52  stated  that 
they  preferred  the  graded  basis  of  payments  over  the  flat  price  system. 

Benefits  which  accrued  to  both  canner  and  grower  from  the  practice 
of  buying  and  selling  tomatoes  on  the  basis  of  the  U.  S.  grades  are  evidenced 
by  the  results  obtained  at  one  factory  at  which  detailed  studies  were  made 
of  all  figures  connected  with  this  work.  A  contract  price  of  $20.00  per 
ton  for  U.  S.  No.  1  tomatoes,  $14.00  per  ton  for  U.  S.  No.  2's,  and  nothing 
for  Cull  tomatoes  was  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  During  the 
season,  1,848  tons  of  tomatoes  were  received  from  142  growers.  A  total  of 
$2,420.88  more  was  paid  under  the  contract  price  than  would  have  been  paid 
under  the  flat  price  of  $15.00  per  ton  which  was  the  price  paid  the  previous 
year.  This  amount  averaged  $17.12  more  per  grower  which  was  $1.31  more  per 
ton  than  would  have  been  paid  at  the  flat  rate. 

While  the  average  price  paid  per  ton  was  $16.31,  some  growers  were 
paid  larger  amounts  according  to  the  quality  of  the  tomatoes  they  delivered. 
For  example,  six  growers  averaged  more  than  $18.00  per  ton,  as  follows: 
1.  $19.41;  2.  $18.98;  3.  $18.56;  4.  $18.17;  5.  $18.13;  6.  $18.11. 

Much  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  trade  in  the  establishment 
of  U.  S.  grades  for  other  vegetables  and  for  fruits  for  canning.  Grades 
for  apples  for  sauce  and  for  slicing  purposes  have  recently  been  issued 
and  investigations  are  now  being  made  looking  to  the  establishment  of 
grades  for  cabbage  for  kraut  manufacture,  spinach,  snap  beans,  and  cherries 
for  canning.  William  E.  Lewis,  who  has  done  most  of  the  work  on  the  grades 
for  commodities  for  canning  was  in  New  York  and  Wisconsin  recently  in  the 
interest  of  grades  for  cannery  cherries. 
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FARM  MORTGAGE  DEBTS  ON 

FARMS  OPERATED  BY  OWNERS^ 

A  map,  3x5  feet  in  size,  has  recently  been  completed  by  the  Graphic 
Section  for  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Life  as  one  of  a  series  of 
7  maps  which  correlate  farm  population  with  certain  economic  aspects  for 
the  whole  United  States  .  The  map  was  made  up  from  data  compiled  by  the 
Census  Bureau  for  1925.  It  presents  in  four  colors  the  per  cent  of  all 
farms  operated  by  owners  that  have  a  mortgage  debt.  The  four  colors  repre- 
sent as  follows:  1.  Yellow,  under  20  per  cent;  2.  red,  20  to  40  per  cent; 
3.  purple,  40  to  60  per  cent;  4.  green,  60  per  cent  and  over. 

The  map  as  a  whole  shows  at  a  glance  3  distinct  geographical  regions 
in  the  United  States;  in  one  region,  extending  from  the  northern  boundary 
right  through  the  center  of  the  country  to  the  southern  boundary,  60  per 
cent  and  over  of  all  farms  operated  by  owners  have  a  farm  mortgage  debt; 
in  the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States,  broadly  speaking,  less  than  40 
per  cent  have  a  mortgage  debt,  whereas  in  the  northern  and  far  western  region 
the  situation  is  quite  mixed,  in  that  none  of  the  per  cent  groups  are  found 
dominantly;  that  is,  the  three  lower  groups,  under  20  per  cent,  20  to  40 
per  cent,  and  40  to  60  per  cent,  are  found  intermixed  throughout  large  areas. 

The  map  serves  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life  in 
making  socio-economic  correlations.  Doctor  Galpin,  in  charge  of  the  di- 
vision, in  whose  office  the  map  is  hung,  believes  that  members  of  the  Bu- 
reau in  other  divisions  may  have  suggestions  and  criticisms  to  make  of  the 
information  which  the  map  visualizes  in  the  light  of  their  experiences  in 
their  own  lines  of  work.  He  extends  an  invitation  to  these  workers  to  visit 
his  office. 

MIDSUMMER  SHEEP  AND  WOOL 
OUTLOOK  IS  RELEASED. 

The  midsummer  outlook  on  sheep  and  wool  v/as  mailed  out  by  the  Bureau 
last  Saturday  for  release  on  Monday.  A  fair  outlook  for  the  sheep  indus- 
try during  the  next  year,  due  partly  to  high  prices  of  competing  meats 
and  to  the  fact  that  the  1929  lamb  crop  is  smaller  than  that  of  1928  be- 
cause of  the  reduced  percentage  of  lambs  saved,  is  indicated. 

Demand  for  wool  in  this  country  is  expected  to  be  well  maintained 
and  some  improvement  in  the  demand  in  foreign  countries  may  occur  within 
the  year.

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BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

SOME  FACTORS  AFFECTING  THE  MARKETING  OF  WOOL  IN  AUSTRALIA,  NEW 
ZEALAND,  The  Union  of  South  Africa,  England,  and  France,  a  report  of  a  study 
made  by  J .  F.  Walker,  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  is  off  the  press  as 
Technical  Bulletin  124,  Production  conditions  in  the  various  countries  and 
the  adaptation  of  the  industry  to  local  conditions  are  discussed.  Consider- 
able attention  is  given  to  efforts  in  sheep  breeding  to  obtain  higher  yield 
and  better  quality  of  v/ool.  The  discussion  of  marketing  methods  develops 
the  fact  that  sorting  of  the  fleeces  according  to  grade,  condition  and  other 
factors,  is  held  by  the  best  authorities  in  all  of  these  countries  to  be 
the  only  satisfactory  method  of  preparing  the  wool  for  market.  The  activi- 
ties of  the  speculative  buyers  are  being  rapidly  curtailed.  Auction  sales 
through  brokerage  houses  are  gradually  gaining  ground,  particularly  in 
Australia  where  95  per  cent  of  the  total  clip  is  sold  in  this  manner.  Co- 
operative marketing  of  wool  is  making  progress  in  all  of  these  countries. 

THE  COMBINED  HARVESTER  THRESHER  IN  NORTH  DAKOTA,  a  cooperative  study 
between  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  of  North  Dakota  Agricultural 
College  and  this  Bureau,  has  just  been  released  by  the  college  as  Bulle- 
tin 225.  The  authors  are  Alva  H.  Benton,  C.  E.  Mangels,  H.  E.  Seielstad, 
and  T.  E.  Stoa,  all  of  North  Dakota  Agricultural  Experiment  Station;  W.  R, 
Humphries,  and  W.  M.  Hurst,  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  this  Department;  and 
R,  H.  Black,  Grain  Investigations,  and  L.  A.  Reynoldson,  Division  of  Farm 
Management  and  Costs,  this  Bureau.  Among  those  credited  with  assistance

Alfalfa  is 
the  crop  that  is  usually  dried,  although  other  crops  such  as  clover,  rye, 
etc.,  can  also  be  dried. 

Artificial  curing  of  hay  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage  and 
much  research  work  should  be  done  to  determine  the  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  dehydration  and  the  effect  of  dehydration  on  the  quality  of  the  hay 
produced,  Mr,  Hosterman  says. 

The  announcement  last  week  by  Miss  Fay  A.  Haeberle  of  her  marriage 
on  July  16  to  George  H.  Curry  came  as  a  suprise  to  her  associates  in  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  although  they  had  known  of  her 
engagement  for  some  time.  The  division  presented  her  with  a  dozen  silver 
spoons . 

Martin  Carroll  Flohr  (nephew  of  Lewis  B.  Flohr),  who  v/as  a  messen- 
ger boy  in  the  Bureau  several  years  ago,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D,  this 
year  from  George  Washington  University,  and  is  now  an  interne  in  Sibley 
Hospital,  this  city. 

The  Division  of  Land  Economics  reports  the  following  on  vacation:

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Arrangements  have  just  been  completed  and  a  memorandum  of  under- 
standing signed  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  whereby  the  Division  of  Crop 
and  Livestock  Estimates  will  furnish  unit  prices  by  counties  for  practi- 
cally all  of  the  crops,  livestock,  and  livestock  products  which  will  be 
enumerated  in  the  forthcoming  census.  Prices  are  to  be  furnished  on  ap- 
proximately 150  items. 

Although  the  census  v/ill  be  taken  beginning  April  1,  1930,  work 
on  the  gathering  of  these  prices  will  be  started  within  a  few  v/eeks,  par- 
ticularly for  products  which  have  already  been  harvested  and  marketed. 
Under  the  arrangements  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  will  furnish  clerical 
help,  the  equipment  and  supplies,  and  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  field 
statisticians  when  engaged  in  collecting  unit  prices  for  special  commodi- 
ties. It  is  probable  that  the  work  of  gathering  adequate  and  reliable 
price  data  for  this  long  list  of  farm  products  will  involve  the  mail- 
ing of  approximately  a  nillion  additional  schedules  to  correspondents 
of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  during  the  coming  year. 
The  division  has  agreed  to  assume  full  responsibility  for  the  complete- 
ness and  accuracy  of  the  farm  price  figures  furnished. 

R.  F.  Hale,  Associate  Agricultural  Statisticiaion  of  the  division, 
will  be  in  charge  of  this  work. 

MR.  TOLLEY  REPORTS  FARM  MEETING 

IN  THE  SOUTH  AND  IN  NEW  ENGLAND. 


Mr.  Tolley's  lectures  last  week  at  Farmers'  V/eek,  Clemson  College, 
South  Carolina,  were  so  well  received  that  D.  W.  Vv'atkins,  Assistant  Di- 
rector of  Extension  who  had  charge  of  the  program,  has  insisted  that  Mr. 
Tolley  come  to  the  meeting  next  year  to  give  four  lectures  instead  of 
only  tv/o  as  he  did  at  this  year's  meeting.  His  subject  was  "V/hat  Makes 
the  Price  of  Cotton"  at  both  the  session  on  August  6  and  7.  R.  J.  Cheatham 
of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  was  also  on  the  program  on  the  7th 
and  discussed  ''Nev/  Uses  for  Cotton."  One  hundred  farmers  were  in  daily 
attendance  at  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Tolley  also  attended  a  meeting  of  300  Connecticut  farm  leaders 
at  Storrs  on  August  9,  where  he  discussed  the  subject  "Can  Price  at  the 
Farm  Be  Modified  through  Action  by  or  for  the  Commodity  Group."  Other 
members  of  the  Bureau  who  participated  in  that  program  were  0.  E.  Baker, 
of  Land  Economics,  whose  subject  was  "National  and  World  Trade  of  Sig- 
nificance to  Connecticut  Agriculture",  and  7/hitney  Coombs,  of  Agricul- 
tural Finance,  v/ho  discussed  "Taxation  Problems." 

This  was  the  first  meeting  of  its  kind  ever  held  in  Connecticut. 
In  committee  reports  adopted  by  the  conference  conclusions  were  reached  as 
to  the  leading  problems  confronting  the  various  agricultural  interests  of 
the  State,  and  concerning  education.     These  conclusions  will  be  considered 
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at  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  Connecticut  some  time  this  winter  under  the 
auspices  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  when  it  is  expected  that 
the  plans  will  lead  to  a  program  that  will  help  to  increase  the  net  incomes 
of  Connecticut  farmers, 

A  feature  of  the  conference  was  a  daily  news  sheet,  entitled  "The 
Compass",  which  commented  on  the  program  in  progress.  Mr.  Tolley  reports 
that  Doctor  Baker's  address  was  particularly  well  received  by  those  in 
attendance.  It  brought  forth  the  following  comments  from  the  editor  in 
"The  Compass" : 

"Dr.  0.  E.  Baker  gave  some  startling  statistics  in  his  address  yes- 
terday afternoon.  As  we  understand  his  remarks  he  expects  the  population 
of  the  United  States  to  increase  to  150,000,000  within  the  next  quarter  of 
a  century  and  to  stop  there.  We  rather  hope  this  is  true  if  the  mania  for 
a  flivver  for  every  member  of  the  family  keeps  on  growing." 

While  in  Connecticut  Mr.  Tolley  had  occasion  to  see  some  of  the  dam- 
age done  to  tobacco  by  the  recent  hail  storm,  which  wiped  out  half  of  this 
year's  crop,  and  he  discussed  plans  for  rehabilitation  with  State  agri- 
cultural leaders. 

FIELD  SHOULD  NOTIFY  WASHINGTON 

BEFORE  PUTTING  ON  EXHIBITS.' 

On  several  occasions  secretaries  and  managers  of  local  and  State 
fairs  and  expositions  have  requested  field  representatives  of  the  Bur- 
eau to  arrange  exhibits  pertaining  to  their  work  for  display.  Sometimes 
more  or  less  definite  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  branch  offices 
and  fair  officials  for  material  at  fairs  v/here  the  Office  of  Exhibits  of 
the  Department  had  made  arrangements  to  display  exhibits  of  the  work  of  the 
Department.  This  duplication  of  contacts  has,  in  some  cases,  led  to  com- 
plications which  it  would  be  very  easy  to  avoid  if  the  following  procedure 
were  followed. 

Whenever  a  branch  office  or  field  representative  of  the  Bureau 
has  an  opportunity  to  display  exhibits  either  on  his  own  initiative  or 
in  response  to  a  request  from  a  fair  official,  the  matter  should  be  re- 
ported at  once  to  the  Washington  office  of  the  division  with  which  he  is 
connected.  The  division  will  in  turn  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
Division  of  Economic  Information  and  the  matter  will  then  be  discussed 
with  the  Office  of  Exhibits.  This  will  permit  of  the  display's  being 
incorporated  in  a  Department  exhibit  if  such  is  contemplated,  or  of  the 
showing  of  the  individual  exhibit  with  the  knowledge  and  approval  of  the 
Office  of  Exhibits  of  the  Department.  Field  representatives  of  the  Bureau 
are  often  the  source  of  valuable  suggestions  for  exhibits,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  every  employee  of  the  Bureau  will  send  in  to  V/ashington  such  recom- 
mendations and  suggestions  as  occur  to  him.

The  other  three  men  in  attendance  were 
inspectors  employed  by  the  feed  and  fertilizer  division  of  the  Alabama 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  enforcing  their  feed  control  laws,  who  desire 
a  knowledge  of  the  hay  standards  for  use  in  their  v/ork.  The  school  was 
conducted  by  A.  D.  Harlan,  Supervising  Inspector  for  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed 
Division  at  Atlanta. i

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The  holding  of  a  number  of  tlT5""S'5Ssions  out  of  doors  offered  an 
innovation  in  the  conduct  of  this  year's  program  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Cooperation  at  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  and  added  to  the  comfort  of  those 
in  attendance.  The  general  sessions  and  sectional  conferences  at  Louisiana 
State  University  began  July  29  and  ended  August  8.  A  number  of  academic 
credit  courses  dealing  with  the  organization  and  operation  of  cooperative 
associations  v^ere  offered.

came  to  the  meeting. 

Practically  the  same  number  attended  the  Institute  this  year  as  went 
to  the  fourth  session  in  Berkeley,  California,  last  year  -  apprisximately 
500.  Fifty-eight  of  these  took  the  credit  courses.  There  were  a  large  num- 
ber of  supervisors  and  teachers  in  vocational  agriculture  present  from  near- 
ly all  the  Southern  States. 

A  National  Cooperative  Council  was  organized  by  representatives  of 
cooperatives  at  the  Institute,  eight  of  the  leading  cooperatives  in  the 
country,  representing  100  commodity  groups  and  numbering  a  membership  of 
more  than  a  million  farmers,  participating  in  the  preliminary  work  of  forma- 
tion. The  Council  w^ill  maintain  contacts  at  Washington  and  represent 
all  the  cooperatives  in  the  country  before  Congress  and  the  executive  de- 
partments . 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Olsen,  v/ho  addressed  the  assembly  on  "How  Govern- 
ment Can  Aid  Cooperatives  in  Developing  Domestic  and  Foreign  Outlets  for 
Farm  Products",  the  following  members  of  the  Bureau  were  on  the  program 
as  indicated  in  the  item  in  the  B.A.E.  News  of  July  16:  J.  E.  Wells,  J.  W, 
Jones,  T.  B.  Manny,  and  J.  S.  Hathcock.

ABSTRACT  OF  RESEARCH  PROJECTS, SHOWS 

GREAT  ACTIVITY  IN  THIS  FIELD  IN  BUREAU . 

The  abstract  of  the  research  projects  in  progress  in  this  Bureau, 
just  released,  is  particularly  timely,  following  so  closely  Secretary  Hyde's 
article   in   the   August   issue   of  the   Country  Gentleman  under   the  title 
"Agriculture    Needs   Strengthened   Research."    The    figures    presented  would 
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indicate  that  this  Bureau  is  attempting  to  do  its  part  in  meeting  the  Secre- 
tary's v;ishes  for  more  research  in  the  field  of  agriculture.  The  compila- 
tion has  long  been  needed  and  v/ill  be  of  inestimable  value  to  research  work- 
ers in  the  Bureau  in  preventing  duplication  of  effort,  in  coordinating  pro- 
jects, and  in  permitting  a  more  comprehensive  or  complete  development  of  each 
line  of  study  that  is  being  undertaken.  It  was  made  in  the  Bureau  Library 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Tolley,  and  is  the  result  of  his  request  to 
division  leaders  last  February  for  detailed  information  concerning  the  pre- 
sent status  of  research  projects  under  their  supervision  that  would  complete 
and  correct  his  records. 

In  an  introductory  statement  Mr.  Tolley  says: 

"This  is  a  list  of  the  287  research  projects  in  progress  in  14  div- 
isions of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  June  30,  1923. 

"It  is  arranged  alphabetically  by  division  and  alphabetically  by 
type  of  project  under  the  division.  Projects  are  arranged  under  each 
type  of  project  by  date  project  was  begun. 

"A  fuller  statement  of  the  project  and  a  card  index  to  the  sub- 
jects covered  in  those  projects  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Assis- 
tant Chief  in  Charge  of  Research.

"The  research  work  of  the  Bureau  is  in  a  constant  state  of  change. 
Projects  may  become  dormant  or  be  discontinued  for  various  reasons.  The 
fact,  therefore,  that  a  project  is  listed  here  is  no  guarantee  that  it  v/ill 
be  completed  on  the  date  specified." 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  as  against  the  total  of  287  research 
studies  now  under  way  in  the  Bureau,  the  list  of  similar  work,  reported 
in  the  Program  of  Work  for  the  Department  in  1919  as  then  being  in  progress, 
showed  29  studies  for  the  Office  of  Farm  Management,  1  for  the  Bureau  of 
Crop  Estimates,  and  24  for  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  or  a  total  for  the 
three  units  of  54  studies. 


IDAHO  APPRECIATES 

MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE. 

The  extension  of  the  leased  wire  service  to  Boise,  Idaho,  for  the 
issuance  of  Federal  market  nev/s  on  fruits  and  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry 
products,  grain,  hay  and  feed,  and  livestock,  under  a  cooperative  agreement 
between  the  Bureau  and  the  Idaho  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  has  brought 
the  following  telegram  to  Secretary  Hyde  from  H.  C.  Baldridge,  Governor 
of  Idaho: 

"With  the  inauguration  of  the  Federal  market  news  service 
in  our  State  Department  of  Agriculture  a  hope  cherished  for  many 
months  is  realized.  I  express  to  you  the  appreciation  of  the  people 
of  Idaho  for  this  cooperation  in  furnishing  daily  market  nev/s  to  the 
producers  and  others  interested  in  our  State.  We  feel  this  service 
will  be  of  invaluable  aid  in  solving  many  of  our  farm  problems." 
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Dg^  BAKER  GOES  TO  ENGLAND  TO  ATTEND 

INTERNATIONAL  MSSTING  OF  ECONOMISTS . 

0.    E.    Baker,    Senior  Agricultural   Economist   of   the   Division  of 
Land  Economics,   sailed  for  England  on  the  Leviathan  on  August  17  where 
he  will  attend  the  international  conference  relating  to  agricultural  econ- 
omics which  meets  at  Devonshire  August  25  to  September  6. 

The  conference  was  arranged  by  C.  E.  Ladd  and  G.  F.  7/arren  of  Cornel  J 
University  in  cooperation  with  officials  of  Oxford  University  and  will  be 
attended  by  agricultural  economists  from  Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark,  Germany, 
Great  Britain,  the  United  States  and  Canada.  It  will  be  follo^^ed  by  a 
few  days'  trip  to  certain  farms  in  England.  The  meeting  is  being  financed 
by  Leonard  P.  Elmhurst  of  Devonshire,  who  is  interested  in"  promoting  re- 
search in  agricultural  economics,  especially  in  the  British  Empire  and  who 
has  arranged  through  Oxford  University  for  economists  from  the  countries 
named  to  confer  with  English  economists  now  outling  a  program  of  research. 

As  reported  in  the  July  9  issue  of  the  B,  A.  E.  News,  H.  R.  Tolley, 
Assistant  Chief,  and  Chris  L.  Christensan,  then  Chief  of  the  Division  of 
Cooperative  Marketing  and  now  Secretary  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  had  been 
invited  at  that  time  to  take  part  in  this  conference.  Since  then  invitations 
have  also  come  to  Doctor  Baker  and  to  A.  W.  McKay.  Because  of  pressure  of 
v/ork  in  the  administrative  office,  Mr.  Tolley  had  to  decline  the  invitation, 
and  Mr.  McKay  likewise  was  unable  to  attend  the  conference  on  account  of 
matters  claiming  his  attention  in  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing, 
of  which  he  is  Acting  in  Charge. 

DEMAND  FOR  CHEAP  BROOMS  AFFECTING 
SALE  OF  LINDSAY  BROOMCORN. 

The  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  has  received  a  report  from  G.  B. 
Alguire,  of  their  Kansas  City  office,  of  a  trip  which  he  made  through 
the  broomcorn  producing  sections  of  Oklahoma  early  this  month.  Mr,  Alguire 's 
trip  was  for  the  purpose  of  observing  conditions  in  the  broomcorn  producing 
areas  at  the  beginning  of  the  movement  of  the  crop,  to  interview  reporters 
for  the  Bureau's  broomcorn  market  news  service,  and  to  discuss  with  pro- 
ducers and  dealers  the  present  situation  in  the  broomcorn  market.  Harvest- 
ing was  found  to  be  well  under  way  in  the  Lindsay  district  and  early  broom- 
corn was  found  to  be  of  good  quality.  The  dealers  in  the  Lindsay  district, 
however,  were  pessimistic  about  prices,  claiming  that  Lindsay  broomcorn  does 
not  sell  freely  now  due  to  the  demand  for  lower  grades  of  broomcorn  which 
are  used  to  make  the  cheap  brooms  so  generally  demanded  by  the  trade  at  the 
present  time.  Mr.  Alguire  found  that  harvesting  would  not  commence  in  the 
western  Oklahoma  district  until  probably  ten  days  to  two  weeks  after  his 
visit,  but  the  crop  at  the  time  looked  good  so  far  as  quality  was  concerned, 
though  there  were  indications  that  it  might  deteriorate  on  account  of  the 
extremely  hot  weather.

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COTTON  LINTERS  GRADING  SCHOOL 
ATTRACTS  MANY  TO  CLASSES. 

Attendance  at  the  lO-day  school  on  the  theory  of  standard  grad- 
ing and  the  practical  classification  of  cotton  linters  on  the  basis  of 
the  standards  proved  to  be  even  larger  than  had  been  anticipated,  Guy  S,. 
Meloy  reported  upon  his  return  last  week  from  Dallas,  Texas,  where  the 
classes  were  held.  The  school  began  on  August  5.  Instead  of  the  expected 
attendance  of  20  about  30  enrolled  for  the  classes. 

The  school  was  too  large  to  function  properly  in  the  Bureau's  class- 
ing rooms  at  1415  Young  Street.  Practically  every  dealer  and  broker  in 
Dallas  offered  the  free  use  of  his  classing  rooms.  Two  rooms  were  accepted, 
one  for  the  principal  class  and  the  other  for  the  finishing  class.  The 
examinations  for  licenses  were  held  daily  beginning  August  7  in  the  Bureau's 
classing  rooms.  This  arrangement  made  a  large  room  available  for  free  dis- 
cussion and  schooling,  an  equally  large  room  where  practice  grading  could 
be  done  without  interruption,  and  a  room  where  examinations  could  be  held 
as  rapidly  as  the  candidates  desired  to  enter. 

One  large  cotton  oil  company  sent  two  representatives  to  the  school 
with  instructions  "to  secure  licenses."  The  manager  of  the  linters  depart- 
ment of  another  cotton  oil  company  which  has  for  years  operated  on  their 
own  private  types,  attended  the  school,  took  the  examination,  and  on  August 
8  returned  to  his  headquarters,  passing  en  route  the  assistant  manager  of 
the  company  whom  he  had  wired  to    report  to  school  August  9. 

The  school  was  made  up  of  representatives  from  Chicago,  111.,  Memphis, 
Tenn. ,  Oklahoma  City  and  Chickasha,  Okla. ,  Atlanta,  Ga.  ,  Houston,  Paris  and 
other  points  in  Texas.  All  were  enthusiastic  and  anxious  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  opportunities  offered.  As  an  indication  of  the  interest  shown,  Mr. 
Meloy  states  that  the  classes  assembled  daily  at  7.30  a.m.  and  v;orked  until 
nearly  6  p.m.,  in  spite  of  the  intense  heat.  One  man,  a  dealer  for  fifteen 
years,  after  finishing  the  examination  announced,  "I  have  put  in  the  hardest 
week  of  my  life,  paid  $10.00  for  an  examination,  but  even  if  I  do  not  pass  I 
v.ould  not  take  $400.00  for  what  I  have  learned  about  linters." 

The  school  was  conducted  by  Victor  R.  Fuchs  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Meloy  who  during  the  last  few  years  has  developed  the  standards.

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EAST  MEETS  WEST. 

East  has  met  West  despite  the  familiar  poetic  assertion  that  "Never 
the  twain  shall  meet."  Department  employees  have  witnessed  it  themselves 
in  the  erection  of  the  new  Administration  Building,  joining  the  tv;o  buildings 
that  have  been  standing  and  occupied  since  Roosevelt's  administration  and 
that  through  the  many  years  since  they  were  completed  have  become  familiar- 
ly known  as  the  "East  and  West  Wings." 

The  outside  structure  of  the  New  Administration  Building  is  just 
about  completed.  Its  growth  has  been  v/atched  with  interest  by  the  of- 
ficial family.  With  great  satisfaction  they  have  seen  it  take  form  in 
lines  of  dignity  and  beauty.  The  superstructure  and  the  Corinthian  columns, 
of  Georgian  marble,  shine  in  pristine  whitness.  The  v/ings,  no  longer  in- 
dependent buildings,  blend  with  the  central  unit  in  forming  a  symmetrical 
whole . 

The  main  facade  faces  on  the  Mall,  looking  north  on  Thirteenth 
Street.  On  the  facade  is  the  entablature,  the  long  panel  of  wall  resting 
upon  the  capitals  of  the  columns.  Here  are  inscribed  three  quotations  per- 
taining to  agriculture,  one  from  the  Bible,  and  the  other  tv/o  from  V/ashington 
and  Lincoln  respectively,  v/hich  are  features  of  especial  interest  to  the 
staff.  They  were  selected  after  a  great  deal  of  research  on  the  part  of 
former  Secretary  Jardine's  office  and  are  as  follows; 

"The  husbandman  that  laboreth  must  be  first  partaker  of  the  fruits." 
Saint  Paul. 

"No  other  human  occupation  opens  so  v/ide  a  field  for  the  profit- 
able and  agreeable  combination  of  labor  with  cultivated  thought  as  agri- 
culture." Lincoln. 

"With  reference  either  to  individual  or  national  welfare  agricul- 
ture is  of  primary  importance."  Washington. 

The  interior  of  the  new  building,  we  learn,  v/ill  probably  not  be 
completed  until  next  May.

Most  of 
the  last  minute  amendm.ents  approved  by  the  Senate  are  disapproved  by  the 
International  Apple  Association.  It  was  voted  to  hold  the  next  annual 
meeting  at  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan. 

Rumors   flew   thick  and   fast   concerning   contracts  made    for   future  l~ 
delivery,    typical  of  which  is  the  well  authenticated  report  of  a  large 
block  of  Virginia  Yorks,   of  U.   S.   Commercial  grade,    for  delivery  in  Sep-  ^ 
tember  at  a  guaranteed  minimum  price  of  ^5.75  per  barrel,  the  buyer  agreeing 
to  divide  evenly  with  the  seller  any  amount  which  he  may  realize  in  excess 
of  $4.00  per  barrel. 

Experienced  apple  men,  east  and  west,  expressed  the  fear  that  the 
unprecedented  prices  received  for  summer  apples  have  warped  the  judgment  of 
both  groY/er.'D  and  dealers  as  to  the  price  at  which  the  coming  crop  can  readily 
be  moved  into  consumption.

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  8"  x  7"  Washington  and  field 
letterheads,  memorandum  letterheads,  and  manifold  sheets  are  carried  in 
stock  for  use  as  far  as  practicable  in  v/riting  short  communications.

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FARM  FORUM  RADIO  PROGRAM 
GETS  UNDER  WAY. 

Speeches  for  the  Farm  Forum  radio  program  will  be  prepared  this  year 
by  the  staff  of  writers  in  the  Department  Radio  Service  and  not  by  members 
of  the  Bureau  to  which  the  speech  relates,  as  v/as  done  last  year.  The 
change  in  procedure  is  possible  because  of  the  larger  force  of  writers  now 
employed  in  the  Radio  Service.  These  writers  will  interview  Bureau  special- 
ists and  obtain  background  information  for  use  in  preparing  the  radio  re- 
leases as  well  as  a  bibliography  of  the  Department  publications  covering 
the  topics.  The  distribution  of  this  material  over  the  radio,  as  formerly, 
will  be  made  by  the  announcers  of  the  various  broadcasting  stations  reading 
from  manuscripts. 

A  program  of  topics  for  this  Bureau,  to  be  broadcast  from  September 
16  to  November  28  inclusive,  has  been  arranged.  The  first  six  of  these  are 
now  being  prepared  and  will  be  broadcast  as  follovfs:  September  16,  Sources 
of  Our  Beef  Supply;  September  19,  Trends  of  Cooperative  Marketing;  September 
26,  Changed  Conditions  Require  Large  Cooperatives;  October  3,  Responsibil- 
ities of  Directors  in  Cooperation;  October  10,  The  Farmer's  Part  in  Coopera- 
tive Marketing.

INTEREST  TEXANS.t 

The  San  Antonio  office  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Texas  A.  &  M.  College,  has  conducted  a  number  of  meet- 
ings in  that  State  recently  for  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  producers  and 
consumers  with  the  Federal  hay  standards  and  instructing  producers  in  methods 
necessary  to  produce  high-grade  hay.  These  meetings  have  been  held  mostly 
at  country  points  v/here  the  attendance  has  been  large  and  most  of  those 
present  have  been  farmers.  C.  M.  Funk,  in  charge  of  the  San  Antonio  office 
of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  has  discussed  the  standards  at  each 
meeting  and  demonstrated  their  application  to  bales  of  hay  brought  to  the 
meetings  from  the  surrounding  country.  Mr.  Funk  also  presented  this  subject 
to  the  Texas  county  agents  and  others  present  at  the  farmers'  short  course 
at  the  Texas  A.  &  M.  College  this  summer.  He  has  advised  the  Washington 
office  that  county  agents  particularly  were  very  interested  in  the  subject. 


PORK  LOINS  SOLD  IN  NEW  YORK' 

ON  BASIS  OF  BUREAU'S  QUOTATIONS. 

Sales  of  pork  loins  in  New  York  City  on  the  basis  of  the  daily  quo- 
tations issued  by  the  New  York  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool 
Division  are  an  indication  of  the  confidence  which  the  trade  has  in  the 
reports  from  that  office.  In  this  connection,  B.  F.  McCarthy,  in  charge 
of  the  division's  work  in  New  York,  writes: 

"I  learned  today  for  the  first  time  that  the  Allied  Packers  are 
selling  pork  loins  to  some  jobbers  in  New  York  City  on  the  basis  of  our 
daily  quotations.  The  specific  case  I  refer  to  is  at  the  North  6th  Street 
Independent  Meat  Corporation.  Mr.  Sherman  of  that  Branch  informed  me  this 
morning  that  Mr.  Joseph  Wormser,  manager  for  the  Independent,  instructed 
him  that  that  is  a  satisfactory  way  to  buy  as  long  as  the  Allied  Packers 
are  willing  to  trade  on  that  basis. 

"Incidentally,  Mr.  Morris  Feldman  of  the  Allied  has  always  kept 
very  closely  in  touch  with  this  office  with  respect  to  pork  quotations  and 
almost  invariably  checks  his  prices  with  ours  on  Mondays  if  he  meets  us  on 
the  market  and  if  not,  calls  this  office.  Miss  Goldshlager  (Clerk)  just 
informed  me  that  she  believes  he  calls  this  office  every  day. 

"While  it  is  gratifying,  of  course,  to  have  dealers  have  confidence 
enough  in  us  to  trade  on  our  quotations,  it  places  upon  us  added  responsi- 
bility when  our  quotations  actually  represent  dollars  and  cents." 
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FARMERS  APPRECIATE  RADIO  NEWS 

AND  OTHER  BUREAU  SERVICES. 

C.  G.  Randell  and  J.  H.  Lister,  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Mar- 
keting, have  just  returned  to  Washington  after  making  a  survey  of  a  number 
of  livestock  cooperative  concentration  points  in  the  Middle  West. 

In  the  handling  of  this  work  a  considerable  number  of  farmers  were 
personally  interviewed.  Many  of  them  said  that  they  appreciated  the  daily 
livestock  market  reports  which  they  are  getting  over  the  radio  from  Bureau 
representatives.  Many  farmers  who  do  not  have  radios  go  to  their  neighbors 
and  listen  to  the  market  reports  when  they  have  stock  about  ready  to  go  to 
market. 

A  number  of  shippers  are  receiving  outlook  material  put  out  by  the 
Bureau.  This  information  in  many  cases  is  carried  on  market  cards  by  co- 
operative livestock  sales  agencies  and  reaches  thousands  of  stockmen,  in- 
cluding country  banks, 

SMITH-HUGHES  INSTRUCTORS 

TAKE  WOOL  GRADING  COURSE.' 

A  successful  wool  grading  school  was  recently  held  at  Ohio  State 
University  in  conjunction  with  the  Smith-Hughes  Annual  Conference,  ac- 
cording to  a  letter  from  L.  A.  Kauffman,  Specialist  in  the  Livestock  and 
Dairy  Extension  Service  at  the  University.  The  grades  used  in  the  classes 
were  furnished  by  this  Bureau. 

Mr.  Kauffman  reports  that  about  60  instructors  took  this  course 
of  training  and  that  some  of  them  have  evidenced  interest  in  further  work 
of  this  kind.  If  there  is  sufficient  demand  for  it,  he  expects  to  put  on 
some  time  later  a  more  intensive  school  than  was  given  at  the  recent  con- 
ference . 

Mr.  Kauffman  completed  a  course  of  instruction  in  wool  grading  several 
years  ago  at  the  time  George  T.  Willingmyre,  in  charge  of  the  v/ool  standard- 
ization and  market  investigations  project,  conducted  a  course  at  Ohio  State 
University,

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BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

THE  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW  OF  1928,  prepared  by  H.  M.  Conway  and  issued 
as  Miscellaneous  Publication  54  has  now  come  from  the  press  where  it  was 
delayed  between  page  proof  and  final  printing  by  the  congestion  of  work 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  review  shows  that  1923  was  an 
outstanding  year  and  (despite  certain  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  the 
hog  situation)  could  be  characterized  as  the  best  year  in  the  history  of 
the  livestock  industry. 

THE  EFFECT  OF  FARM  AND  COMMUNITY  IMPROVEMENTS  ON  LAND  VALUES,  a  paper 
presented  by  E.  H.  Wiecking,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  at  the  Second 
Short  Course  in  Land  Valuation  held  at  the  College  of  Agriculture  at  Columb- 
bia.

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DEPARTMENT  MEMBERS  INVITED  TO  ATTEND 

PACIFIC  FOREIGN  TRADE  COUNCIL  CONVENTION_^ 

An  invitation  has  been  extended  to  Department  representatives  to 
attend  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Pacific  Foreign  Trade  Council 
in  Ssattle,  Washington,  from  September  17  to  20.  The  invitation  has  come 
to  Secretary  Hyde  through  A.  F.  Haines,  Senior  Vice  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

A  portion  of  Mr.  Haines'  letter  is  quoted  belov/  for  the  information 
of  those  members  of  the  Bureau  whose  headquarters  are  in  Seattle  or  those 
v;ho  may  be  in  the  vicinity  of  that  city  at  the  time  of  the  convention,  who 
may  consider  it  of  advantage  to  their  work  to  attend  the  sessions.  Author- 
izations may  be  requested  in  the  usual  manner. 

"The  East  and  Middle  West  for  many  years  have  profited  from  .  .  . 
conferences  for  'taking  of  stock'  and  'pooling  of  experience'  by  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  the  nation.  The  value  of  these  has  been  largely  lost  to 
the  Western  business  man  because  of  the  inconvenience  of  attending  meetings 
at  such  a  distance,  and  so  the  Pacific  Foreign  Trade  Council  was  formed  to 
supplement  endeavors  of  like  organizations  engaged  in  making  plans  for  the 
future  and  domestic  trade,  along  logical  and  substantial  lines. 

The  Council's  programs  are  arranged  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
West  and  to  present  topics  handled  by  those  available  and  competent  to 
cover  its  specific  needs." 

USE  OF  U.S.  APPLE  BOX  SPECIFICATIONS 
SPREADING  BEYOND  THIS  COUNTRY. 

Use  of  the  United  States  standard  Northwestern  apple  box  is  ex- 
tending rather  rapidly  beyond  this  country,  according  to  information  re- 
ceived by  H.  A.  Spillman,  in  charge  of  the  administration  of  the  Standard 
Container  Act.  Australian  Ministers  of  Agriculture  are  the  latest  to  adopt 
it.  Previous  to  their  action  the  same  specifications  (10|-  x  11^  x  13  inches) 
had  been  officially  adopted  for  apple  containers  in  New  Zealand  and  Canada 
and  put  in  use. 

Some  weeks  ago  a  copy  of  the  Schedule  of  Specifications  for  Fruit 
and  Vegetable  Crates  and  Boxes  in  Common  Use  in  the  United  States  was  sent 
to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Melbourne,  Victoria,  Australia.  In 
acknowledgment  the  Superintendent  of  Horticulture  advised: 

"It  was  decided  at  the  recent  conference  of  Ministers  of  Agricul- 
ture in  the  various  States  of  the  Commonwealth  that  each  State  shall  in- 
clude in  its  Schedule  of  Cases  the  standard  case,  or  box,  having  the  inside 
measurements  of  10-|-  x  11^  x  18  inches." 
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SEED-VERIFICATION  SERVICE 

GAINING  IN  FAVOR  V^flTH  TRADE. 

Returning  after  an  absence  of  nearly  a  month  in  the  field,  G.  C.  Edler, 
Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division,  reports  that  the  majority  of  seedsmen  inter- 
viewed by  him  approve  all  the  innovations  of  the  Seed  Verification  Service 
of  this  season. 

He  reported  that  the  trade  seems  to  think  general,  instead  of  oc- 
casional use  of  verified-origin  tag  certificates  firmly  attached  by  seals 
or  by  machine  sewing  v/ill  popularize  the  service  and  make  it  more  effective. 
They  like  the  nevv  tag  certificate  because  it  is  distinctive  and  attractive, 
he  says. 

One  of  the  meetings  Mr.  Edler  addressed  was  the  Tri-State  Seed  Cer- 
tification Conference,  at  Blackfoot,  Idaho,  where  an  important  buyer  of 
Grimui  alfalfa  seed  advocated  the  general  adoption  of  a  standard  form  of 
growers'  affidavit,  and  supervision  of  the  records  of  dealers  handling 
Grimm  alfalfa  seed  by  the  Seed  Verification  Service.  This  was  recommended 
because  they  declared  the  service  has  already  demonstrated  to  the  trade  that 
its  supervision  is  practical  and  reliable.  It  was  further  said  that  the 
handling  of  so-called  affidavit  Grimm  alfalfa  seed  today  was  the  biggest 
problem  in  the  seed  trade. 

Pertinent  to  this,  the  conference  went  on  record  as  stating  that  "in 
order  that  there  may  be  a  control,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Federal  Veri- 
fication Service  be  asked  to  extend  their  service  to  include  a  check  of 
these  affidavits  and  the  poundage  covered  thereby.  This  would  not  be  con- 
strued as  a  sanction  of  the  seed  as  Grimm,  but  would  merely  be  a  check  on 
the  documents  covering  such  seed." 

Mr.  Edler  also  took  part  in  the  Ohio  Seedsmen's  Meeting  at  the  Ex- 
periment Station  at  Wooster  early  in  the  month.  E.  A.  Hill,  recently  ap- 
pointed in  charge  of  the  Denver  office  of  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division, 
accompanied  him  to  Salt  Lake  City,  to  assist  in  final  inspections  of  the 
records  of  verified-origin  dealers  covering  the  past  season. 


DR.   COOMBS  LEAVES  BUREAU 

TO  TAKE  TEACHING  POSITION. 

Whitney  Coombs,  Senior  Agricultural  Economist,  Division  of  Agri- 
cultural Finance,  has  resigned  effective  September  14  to  become  head  of 
the  department  of  economics  at  St.  Lawrence  University,  Canton,  N.  Y. 

Dr.  Coombs  was  appointed  in  the  Bureau  three  years  ago  and  has  been 
engaged  in  studies  of  farm  taxation,  a  field  in  which  he  is  recognized  as 
an  authority.  The  teaching  profession  is  not  new  to  Dr.  Coombs  as  he  held 
the  position  of  assistant  professor  at  Allegheny  College,  Meadville,  Pa., 
for  one  year  and  was  instructor  at  Lake  Forest  College,  111.  for  three  years 
before  coming  to  the  Bureau.

OUTLOOK  WORK  FINDS  FAVOR 
WITH  POTATO  FARMERS. 

At  a  four-day  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Potato  Growers  Association 
at  State  College,  a  vote  was  taken  on  the  subject  of  agricultural  outlook, 
and  the  Bureau's  work  in  that  field  was  unanimously  approved. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman,  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  addressed  the  sessions 
three  separate  days  on  agricultural  outlook,  and  he  reported  much  enthusiasm 
was  shown  by  the  1,000  members  present. 

The  Association  has  formed  a  "400-Bushel  Club"  with  membership  limit- 
ed to  growers  Y/ith  yields  of  400  bushels  an  acre,  and  already  the  enrollment 
totals  370  members.  Last  year  one  member  had  a  yield  of  697  bushels.  Dr. 
Spillman  says, 

INCREASING  DEMAND 

FOR  SOY  BEAN  INSPECTION. 

Increased  production  of  soy  beans  in  the  Middle  West  for  sale  to  mills 
manufacturing  soy  bean  oil  and  soy  bean  meal  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
demand  for  Federal  inspection  recently.  Last  year  inspection  was  established 
at  Peoria  and  Bloomington,  Illinois,  and  both  of  these  offices  expect  in- 
creased business  this  year. 

The  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division  has  now  completed  arrangements 
providing  for  Federal  soy  bean  inspection  v/ith  the  Kansas  State  Grain  Inspec- 
tion Department  for  Kansas  City,  St.  Louis,  and  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  the 
Toledo  Produce  Exchange,  and  the  Cincinnati  Board  of  Trade. 

Chicago  soy  bean  mills  are  now  trying  to  obtain  inspection,  and  an 
agreement  has  been  completed  with  the  Commercial  Exchange  of  Philadelphia 
providing  for  the  inspection  of  dry,  edible  beans  in  that  city,

}  BASIS  FOR  MORE  DETAILED  MARKET  NEWS. 

^  The  Tobacco  Grading  Service,  supplied  by  the  Tobacco  Section,  has  had 

=^     a  very  auspicious  beginning.     First  operations  were  inaugurated  at  Lake 

City,  S.  C,  where  reports  indicate  increasing  popularity  of  the  service. 

Grading  was  inaugurated  at  Smithfield,  N.C.,  in  the  Eastern  Carolina  Belt, 

with  the  opening  of  the  market  at  that  point  on  September  3.  F,  W.  Wilkin- 
^    son,  who  has  Just  returned  from  there,  reports  a  strong  interest  among  the 

tobacco  growers. 

The  grading  service  is  affording  a  better  basis  for  a  market  news 
service  on  tobacco  than  has  ever  been  available  heretofore,  since  it  is 
now  possible  to  report  on  the  weekly  trend  of  prices  by  individual  grades, 
and  to  arrive  at  analyses  of  marketings  on  the  basis  of  quality. 

ALL  BUREAU  WORKERS  SHOULD  BE 

FAMILIAR  WITH  OUTLOOK  REPORTS. 

The  wide  interest  in  the  Outlook  Reports  issued  by  this  Bureau  has 
stimulated  inquiry  to  all  divisions  regarding  these  statements.  It  is 
desirable  that  all  the  technical  workers  who  have  occasion  to  meet  pro- 
ducers, either  in  Washington  or  on  field  trips,  should  be  familiar  with 
the  general  contents  of  the  various  Outlook  statements.  All  technical 
v/orkers  should  obtain  copies  of  these  reports  promptly  as  issued  and  be- 
come familiar  with  the  general  recommendations  therein.  Obviously,  state- 
ments made  to  visitors,  at  farmers'  meetings,  etc.,  regarding  prospective 
conditions  should  be  based  upon  the  Bureau's  statements  as  indicated  by  its 
Outlook  Reports. 
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SURVEY  SHOWS  RAPID  GROWTH 

IN  RURAL  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS. 

A  survey  of  rural  fire  departments,  particularly  their  methods  of 
organisation  and  finance  and  their  social  implications  was  made  by  W.  C. 
Nason.  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  on  a  recent  trip 
of  7  weeks  extending  to  the  West  Coast. 

Rural  fire  departments,  especially  those  in  which  farmers  are  fi- 
nancially interested  in  the  purchase  of  and  ownership  of  apparatus,  are  of 
comparatively  recent  development.  Three  factors  are  bringing  about  their 
rapid  growth:  (1)  Good  roads;  (2)  Improved  apparatus  especially  adapted 
to  country  roads,  buildings  and  water  supply;  (3)  refusal  or  threats  of 
refusal  of  underwriters  of  insurance  to  continue  insurance  in  towns  where 
the  town  apparatus  departs  from  the  town  to  fight  farm  fires,  thus  leaving 
town  property  wholly  or  partially  unprotected  for  the  time  being. 

On  the  trip  Mr.  Nason  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  view  a  motion 
picture  film,  taken  by  a  county  agent  who  happened  to  be  present  at  the 
time,  of  a  farm  barn  fire  situated  6^  miles  from  fire  headquarters,  show- 
ing the  approach  of  the  farmer-o?med  fire  engine,  progress  of  the  fire 
fighting,  r?i!:oval  of  contents,  protection  of  other  buildings,  guarding  of 
after  effects,  and  the  departure  of  the  fire  apparatus.  In  this  group  of 
8  or  10  farm  buildings,  including  the  homes  of  tv/o  farm  owners  and  a  tenant, 
all  within  a  radius  of  150  feet  and  having  a  replacement  value  of  $35,000, 
only  the  original  barn  was  destroyed,  although  a  neighboring  farmer,  a 
mile~and-a-half  away  picked  up  a  bushel  basket  full  of  partially  burned 
shingles . 

This  fire  fighting  service  was  found  to  be  typical  of  that  of  many 
other  farm  fire  units  visited. 


PREFERENCES  FOR  EGGS  OF  U.S. 

STANDARDS  STUDIED  IN  FIVE  CITIES. 

A  study  of  consumer  preferences  for  eggs  is  being  undertaken  by 
the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  in  cooperation  with  certain 
chain  stores  in  Chicago,  111.,  New  York,  N.Y.,  Boston,  Mass.,  Newark,  N.J., 
and  Washington,  D.  C.  The  purpose  is  to  determine  preferences  for  eggs 
sold  by  the  various  stores  according  to  the  U.  S.  standards  of  quality. 
The  University  of  Illinois  is  also  cooperating  in  this  work  in  Chicago. 

Each  city  has  been  divided  into  districts  representative  of  the 
different  economic  conditions  and  nationality  groups,  and  a  so-called  "lab- 
oratory" store  has  been  set  aside  in  each  district  by  the  chains  for  the 
distribution  of  the  eggs.  The  store's  employees  will  candle  and  grade  the 
eggs  at  the  warehouses  under  the  supervision  of  the  official  egg  grader  of 
this  Bureau  stationed  in  the  city  concerned.  This  experiment  has  just  been 
started  this  month  and  will  be  continued  until  next  September.  The  study 
is  the  first  of  its  kind,  in  that  the  price  corresponds  to  the  quality  at 
all  times  in  the  eggs  under  consideration.  This  correspondence  of  price 
and  quality  is  guaranteed  by  the  Bureau's  standards  of  grades  for  eggs. 
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FALL  GRAIN  OUTLOOK 

ISSUED  SEPTEMBER  6. 

The  Outlook  Report  on  winter  wheat  issued  by  the  Bureau  on  September 
6  carries  a  warning  to  farmers  against  seeding  too  large  an  acreage  to 
this  crop.    The  statement  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"Should  farmers  carry  out  their  expressed  intentions  to  seed 
this  fall  an  acreage  of  winter  wheat  1.2  per  cent  greater  than  was 
seeded  last  fall,  production  will,  with  average  abandonment  and 
average  yield,  continue  to  be  well  above  domestic  requirements 
and  the  1930  winter  wheat  crop  will  have  to  be  marketed  on  an 
export  basis.  *** 

"The  world  market  for  wheat  of  the  1930  crop  probably  will  be 
no  better  and  may  not  be  as  good  as  that  for  the  present  season. 
Yields  of  spring  wheat  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  this  year 
have  been  very  low  and  prospects  nov/  are  that  yields  in  Argentina 
and  Australia  will  also  be  lower  than  usual.  Farmers  should  not 
depend  upon  similarly  reduced  yields  next  year  keeping  down  the 
world  wheat  crop.  ***" 

HEARINGS  COMPLETED  CN  ^ 
PACKERS'  CONSENT  DECREE.  ^ 

The  hearings  on  the  modification  of  the  Packers'  Consent  Decree  of 
1920  were  closed  Saturday  by  the  Committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Olsen,  Dr. 
John  R.  Mohler,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  and  R.  W.  Williams, 
Solicitor  of  the  Department,  after  hearing  a  large  number  of  farm  organiza- 
tion representatives.  The  proposed  modification  would  permit  the  four  large 
packers  to  establish  retail  stores  for  the  sale  of  meats,  groceries,  and 
other  food  products,  and  to  have  ownership  in  public  stockyards  and  terminal 
facilities.  During  the  hearings  a  considerable  number  of  organizations 
submitted  briefs,  letters  and  telegrams  stating  their  views  on  the  matter. 
These  were  made  available  to  press  representatives,  so  that  all  of  the  dis- 
cussions before  the  committee  have  been  made  public.  The  testimony  will  be 
summarized  and  transmitted  to  the  Attorney  General  by  the  Secretary,  as 
provided  in  the  original  request.

STAFF  FOR  $1  MONTHLY  PREMIUM. 

Life  insurance  can  now  be  had  by  employees  of  the  Department,  whether 
in  Washington  or  in  the  field,  for  $1.00  a  month,  according  to  a  plan  just 
announced  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Beneficial  and 
Relief  Association.    The  schedule  for  this  group  insurance  is: 

Up  to  age  46  $1,000  51  to  age  60  $500 

47  to  age  50— —     750  61  and  over  250 

Dues  of  $1.00  a  month  will  be  the  same  for  all  policies,  and  the 
amount  of  insurance  will  remain  constant  throughout  the  life  of  the  insured, 
that  is,  it  DOES  NOT  decrease  because  of  advancing  age.  In  addition  to 
the  death  benefit,  each  policy  will  contain  a  limited  disability  clause 
providing  for  payment  of  face  of  policy  in  installments  to  the  insured  if 
totally  and  permanently  disabled  PRIOR  TO  60  YEARS  OF  AGE. 

All  present  employees  of  the  Department,  without  regard  to  age, 
sex  or  physical  condition,  are  invited  to  become  charter  members  of  the 
association.  After  sixty  days  from  the  effective  date  of  the  insurance 
(probably  September  16th)  no  employee  over  40  years  of  age  will  be  eligible 
and  those  under  40  years  may  join  only  upon  passing  a  physical  examination 
and  paying  an  admission  fee  of  $1.00.  No  admission  fee  will  be  charged  to 
charter  members.  Members  separating  from  the  service  may  continue  in  the 
association  by  payment  of  dues. 

Similar  plans  of  insurance  underwritten  by  the  same  old  line  insurance 
company  are  in  effect  at  the  Treasury,  Navy  and  Interior  Departments,  the 
Veterans'  Burea.u.  Interstate  Commerce,  Federal  Trade  and  Civil  Service  Com- 
missions .

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DEPARTOENT'S  EXHIBIT  AT  COTTON  SHOW 
WILL  DEMONSTRATE  MANY  USES. 


The  Department  is  preparing  a  much  larger  and  improved  exhibit 
this  year  for  the  National  Cotton  Show  at  Memphis,  Tenn.,  than  was  con- 
tributed last  year.  The  Show  will  be  held  from  September  28  to  October 
5. 

The  cotton  in  industry  units,  formerly  exhibited,  have  been  en- 
larged and  will  shc^r  considerably  more  in  the  way  of  products  and  methods 
in  which  cotton  is  used.  A  number  of  interesting  facts  concerning  the 
use  of  cotton  in  industry  will  be  brought  out  in  the  exhibit  and  also  in 
a  pamphlet  which  J.  C.  Gilbert,  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information, 
has  prepared  for  distribution.  Cooperating  with  the  Department  are 
other  members  of  the  New  Uses  of  Cotton  Committee,  which  is  composed  of 
representatives  of  the  Cotton  Textile  Institute,  New  York;  the  Bureaus  of 
Standards  and  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  of  the  Department  of  Commerce; 
and  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  Home  Economics,  and  Agricultural  Economics 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Under  the  sponsorship  of  this  committee 
the  utilization  exhibits  are  being  developed. 

Cotton  in  the  home  is  one  of  the  units  in  which  will  be  shown  all 
the  textile  uses  of  cotton  that  can  possibly  enter  into  the  management  of 
a  home.  It  will  be  displayed  in  a  series  of  full-sized  rooms,  with  full- 
sized  furniture  and  fittings. 

One  of  the  increasing  uses  for  cotton  is  the  manufacture  of  auto- 
mobiles. A  unit  will  show  an  actual  automobile  and  all  the  different 
parts  in  which  cotton  is  used,  from  the  top  to  the  tires.  About  32 
pounds  of  cotton  are  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  average  autojiobile. 
This  means  that  the  4^  million  cars  manufactured  in  1928  consumed 
288,000  bales  of  cotton. 

In  addition  to  these  cotton  utilization  exhibits,  there  will  be 
shown  a  number  of  exhibits  which  were  on  display  at  the  National  Cotton 
Show  a  year  ago  and  which  proved  sufficiently  attractive  to  cause  the 
Fair  management  to  ask  that  they  be  shown  again.  These  included  cotton 
standardization,  cotton  seed  utilization,  cotton  warehousing,  cooperative 
marketing  of  cotton,  cotton  crop  and  market  news  information,  grade  and 
staple  estimates  information,  good  cotton  a  commodity  problem,  and  cotton 
insect  varieties  and  control. 

The  Department  Office  of  Exhibits  is  sending  also  quite  a  number 
of  general  agricultural  and  extension  service  exhibits,  which  taken  to- 
gether, constitute  the  largest  single  display  of  Department  exhibits 
%hich  have  been  sent  out  to  date,  totaling  720  front  feet. 

J.  C.  Gilbert  and  Carroll  F.  Duvall,  of  the  Division  of  Economic 
Information,  John  T.  Wigington,  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing, 
and  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  Cotton  Textile 
Institute  will  cooperate  in  installing  and  displaying  the  exhibit. 
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INTERSTATE  EARLY  POTATO  COMMITTEE  MEETS  IN  BUREAU: 
RBCOMMENDS  INCREASED  POTATO  PRCDUCTION. 

Increased  production   of  about   2,000   cars   of  early  potatoes  of 
the  1930  crop  in  five  States  along  the  Eastern  Seaboard  was  recommended 
by  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee  following  a  meeting  in  this  Bureau 
on  September  13.    An  increase  of  2,000  cars  over  1929  shipments  in  these 
States  v;ould  make  a  total  of  approximately  39,000  cars. 

The  Committee  has  also  recommended  that  this  Bureau  issue  its  reports 
for  intentions  to  plant  in  the  early  and  second  early  potato  States  not 
later  than  December  1. 

The  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee  was  organized  during  the 
winter  of  1928-29  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  program  whereby  the 
early  potato  industry  will  be  permanently  profitable  along  the  Atlantic 
Seaboard,  by  furnishing  growers  with  advance  market  information  so  that 
they  can  adjust  acreage  and  production  to  prevailing  market  conditions. 
The  Committee  in  1928  recommended  cuts  in  potato  acreage  in  this  area  be- 
cause of  the  large  carry-over  of  the  preceding  year's  crop  with  the  result 
that  prices  this  year  have  been  more  profitable  to  Southern  producers. 

Members  of  the  Committee  are:  John  R.  Hutcheson,  Chairman,  Director 
of  Extension  of  Virginia;  A.  E.  Mercker,  Secretary,  this  Bureau;  I.  0. 
Schaub,  Director  of  Extension  of  North  Carolina;  George  R.  Ross,  Director  of 
State  Farms,  North  Carolina;  R.  B.  Ethridge,  Chief,  North  Carolina  Bureau 
of  Markets;  Dr.  T.  B.  Symons,  Director  of  Markets  of  Maryland;  C.  W.  Cullen 
and  W.  H.  Halloway  of  Maryland;  Professor  C.  T.  Johnson  of  Virginia;  W.  T. 
Phillips  of  Norfork,  Virginia,  and  W.  A.  Butron  of  Onley.  Virginia.  Mr. 
Tolley  and  Wells  A.  Sherman  represent  this  Bureau. 

The  Committee  has  arranged  a  series  of  seven  meetings  with  pro- 
ducers in  North  Carolina,  this  week  at  which  the  members  will  present  all 
available  information  with  regard  to  the  prospects  for  the  early  potato 
crop  of  1930.  Three  similar  meetings  will  be  held  in  Maryland  during 
October,  and  one  meeting  in  Virginia.  The  Committee  hopes  also  to  extend 
this  series  of  grower  meetings  to  South  Carolina  and  the  Mississippi  Valley 
States . 

Recommendations  of  increased  potato  acreage  takes  into  consideration 
the  i^act  that  only  the  best  lands  were  used  in  1929,  whereas  if  acreage  is 
increased  in  1930,  that  additional  lands  not  so  adaptable  for  heavy  yields 
will  be  used. 

MEMBERS  OF  NEW  COOPERATIVE 

GRAIN  ASSOCIATION  VISIT  BUREAU. 

Gray  Silver  and  a  group  of  7  farmers  who  have  recently  organized  a 
cooperative  marketing  association  for  grain,  visited  the  Bureau  in  Septem- 
ber. The  group  was  interested  in  obtaining  information  regarding  the  wheat 
situation  and  on  some  legal  questions  relating  to  cooperative  marketing. 
They  reported  that  there  is  wide  interest  in  their  new  organization  in 
Western  Maryland.

IIBERAL  INSURANCE  PPIvifEGES  PROVIDFD 

VETERANS  IN  AMFND^p"  WORT  D  WAR  VETFR^^NS  ACT. 

The  attention  of  veterans  of  the  7/orld  War  is  invited  to  Section 
310  of  the  World  7/ar  Veterans'  Act,  1924,  as  amended  May  28,  1928,  which 
permits  the  U.  S.  Government  to  grant  upcn  application  and  payment  of  the 
initial  premium,  Government  Life  Insurance  in  any  multiple  of  $500  and  not 
less  than  $1,000  nor  more  than  $10,000,  to  any  veteran  of  the  World  War 
who  has  heretofore  applied  for  or  been  eligible  to  apply  for  yearly  renewable 
term  (war  time)  insurance  or  converted  insurance,  provided  that  such  person 
is  in  good  health  and  furnishes  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Director  to 
that  effect. 

The  Government  is  offering  seven  plans  of  insurance  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  veteran.  The  policies  participate  in  dividends  and  the  premiums  are 
based  on  the  net  rate  and  do  not  include  any  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of 
administration  or  the  total  permanent  disability  provision.  Further,  the 
insured  under  a  United  States  Government  Life  (converted)  insurance  policy, 
may  designate  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  legal  entity,  as  the  bene- 
ficiary under  his  policy,  either  individually  or  as  trustee. 

A  specimen  application  for  insurance  -  Form  739  -  and  copies  of 
Forms  752  and  865,  pamphlets  prepared  by  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Bureau,  ex- 
plaining the  provisions  of  the  amendment  with  regard  to  the  various  plans 
of  insurance  offered,  the  premium  rates  at  different  ages,  etc.,  may  be 
consulted  in  the  office  of  F.  J.  Hugos,  Business  Manager.  Additional  copies 
of  these  forms  will  be  furnished  by  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Bureau,  or  by  any  of 
the  Regional  Offices  of  that  Bureau,  upon  request.

Thomas  R.  Hamilton,  Assistant  Agricultural  Economist,  Division  of 
Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  resigned  effective  September  5,  to 
accept  a  position  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Statistics,  at  the  A.  &  M. 
College  of  Texas. 

Mr.  Hamilton  had  been  in  the  Bureau  for  the  past  six  years  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  and  more  recently  in  the  Foreign  Section. 
Before  his  appointment  here  he  served  as  Vice  Consul  in  France.  His  co- 
v/orkers  v/ish  him  success  in  hiw  new  work. 

HEAVY  DEMAND 

FOR  HAY  EXHIBITS. 

The  demand  for  samples  of  hay  for  use  in  exhibits  at  various  shows 
a,nd  fairs  has  been  exceptionally  heavy  in  recent  weeks.  The  Kansas  City 
office  of  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division  nearly  always  has  considerable 
work  to  do  in  this  line,  having  sent  out  approximately  800  hay  sa,raples  for 
educational  purposes  in  the  past  18  months. 

At  the  present  time  the  Kansas  City  office  is  preparing  an  exhibit 
of  dairy  hay  for  the  National  Dairy  Shov/  to  be  held  at  St.  Louis  in  October; 
an  exhibit  of  alfalfa  and  prairie  hay  for  the  South  Dakota  State  Fair  to  be 
held  this  month;  a  similar  exhibit  for  the  Kansas  Free  Fair  at  Topeka, 
also  in  September;  alfalfa  exhibits  for  county  fairs  in  Dawson  and  Buffalo 
Counties,  Nebraska,  in  November;  and  material  for  a  grades  demonstration  and 
discussion  of  the  standards  at  the  Little  Rock  Grain  Exchange  in  September. 

Tentative  plans  also  have  been  made  for  a  series  of  six  or  eight  meet- 
ings with  Iowa  dairymen  in  November,  to  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Cov/ 
Testing  Association  meeting  that  will  be  arranged  for  the  Iowa  State  College. 
The  Kansas  City  office  will  probably  have  to  supply  samples  for  exhibits 
to  be  held  by  the  San  Antonio  office  at  fairs  in  Waco  and  Dallas,  Texas. 

Samples  are  in  preparation  at  Kansas  City  for  use  of  training  schools 
for  hay  inspectors  to  be  held  this  fall  at  Los  Angeles,  San  Antonio,  and 
Kansas  City.  The  exhibit  material  consists  principally  of  boxed  sa.mples 
weighing  from  4  to  6  pounds  each,  and  often  includes  a  few  whole  bales  or 
half  bales  of  hay.

STATISTICIANS  SET  OUT  AGAIN  FOR  COTTON 
BELT  TO  COMPLETE  BOLL  COUNT  STUDY. 

Joseph  A.  Becker  and  S.  A.  Jones,  Washington  Statisticians  of  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  who  had  been  on  an  official  trip 
by  automobile  since  August  10,  in  continuation  of  the  division's  studies  in 
connection  with  estimating  the  yield  of  cotton  from  boll  counts,  returned  to 
Washington  to  assist  with  the  September  crop  reports.  In  the  three  weeks' 
trip  they  made  over  600  field  examinations  of  cotton  and  traveled  4,000 
miles  through  the  Eastern  Cotton  Belt. 

On  September  12  they  started  out  again  to  complete  the  boll  count 
work  in  the  Cotton  Belt  west  of  the  Mississippi.  H.  H.  Schutz,  Statistician 
for  Texas,  who  served  as  a  member  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  for  the  Sep- 
tember reports,  accompanied  them  for  a  part  of  the  trip. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  NANKING  PROFESSOR 
MAKES  STUDIES  IN  BUREAU. 

Professor  J.  Lossing  Buck,  of  the  University  of  Nanking,  College 
of  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  Nanking.  China,  is  a  visitor  in  the  Bureau. 
With  headquarters  in  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  Professor  Buck  will 
visit  various  divisions  of  the  Bureau  in  studying  land  utilization  and  re- 
lated projects  that  have  been  made.  In  addition  he  will  visit  various  points 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada  where  land  economic  surveys  have  been  made.

W.  J.  Kuhrt,  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  E.  J.  Working,  Divi- 
sion of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  F.  J.  Hosking,  Division  of 
Hay,  Feed  and  Seed,  and  T.  A.  Sommers,  Grain  Division,  left  Washington 
last  Saturday  for  the  Spring  Wheat  Area  where  they  will  investigate  the 
availability  and  capacity  of  country  and  terminal  market  storage  space, 
cost  of  storage,  the  relation  of  prices  of  grain  at  country  shipping  points 
and  terminals,  and  such  other  factors  as  may  enter  into  wheat  prices. 

Leavery  Lackey,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  will  go  to  Columbia, 
South  Carolina,  next  Saturday  to  demonstrate  the  practical  forms  of  the 
Universal  Cotton  Standards  to  cotton  growers  and  others.  The  demonstra- 
tions will  be  made  in  the  office  of  the  State  Warehouse  Commission. 

The  death  of  Robert  C.  Mill's  mother  has  been  learned  by  the  Wash- 
ington offices  with  sincere  sympathy.  Mr.  Mill  is  a  member  of  the  Chicago 
office  of  the  Grain  Division. 

Miss  Emily  L.  Day  who  has  been  with  the  Bureau  Library  since  April, 
1923,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing.  Her  work 
there  will  be  to  make  readily  available  to  the  research  workers  of  the 
division  essential  material  in  the  current  literature  of  cotton. 

In  the  Bureau  Library  Miss  Day  was  in  charge  of  the  Legislative 
reference  work  and  she  edited  Agricultural  Economics  Literature  and  the  bib- 
liographies issued  by  the  Library.  Miss  Vajen  E.  Hitz  from  the  Department 
Library  has  been  transferred  to  the  Bureau  Library  to  take  charge  of  the 
Legislative  work.  At  present  Miss  Esther  M.  Colvin  is  carrying  the  editorial 
work.

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FREDERICK  A.  MOTZ  APPOINTED  AS 

FOREIGN  FRUIT  MARKET  SPECIALIST. 

The  appointment  of  Frederick  A.  Motz,  to  succeed  Edwin  Smith,  who 
resigned  June  30  as  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  Europe,  has  recently  been 
effected.  Mr.  Motz  will  arrive  in  London  in  time  to  study  the  situation  this 
season. 

Mr.  Motz  v/ill  take  up  where  Mr.  Smith  left  off  the  work  of  study- 
ing the  marketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  European  countries.  There 
has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  .American  fruit  growers  and  shippers 
for  basic  information  regarding  fruit  marketing  conditions  abroad,  and  the 
Bureau  has  established  specialized  news  services  on  fruits  in  Europe  to  keep 
American  fruit  interests  advised  of  production  and  marketing  conditions  in 
England  and  on  the  Continent.  In  the  main  Mr.  Motz  will  work  from  London, 
but  as  his  work  permits  he  will  spend  some  time  on  the  Continent. 

Mr.  Motz  is  a  graduate  of  Oregon  State  College  and  received  his 
master's  degree  from  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute.  He  has  had  a  long  and 
varied  experience  in  the  Northwest  and  the.  Appalachian  districts  with  the 
production,  harvesting  and  marketing  of  fruit  and  vegetable  commodities. 
Since  December,  1917,  until  his  appointment  in  this  Bureau,  he  has  been  en- 
gaged in  extension  work  in  horticulture  at  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute, 
for  five  years  of  this  period,  as  Extension  Horticulturist  and  Associate 
Professor  of  Horticulture. 

In  announcing  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Motz,  Mr.  Olsen  stated  that  the 
services  rendered  fruit  producers  and  shippers  by  the  bureau  in  the  foreign 
field  has  won  hearty  support  and  approval,  and  that  it  therefore  seems 
desirable  to  expand  and  strengthen  this  service  in  every  possible  way. 
Mr.  Motz  has  been  instrumental  in  popularizing  fruit  inspection  work  in  Vir- 
ginia and  for  several  years  has  been  a  member  of  the  grades  and  standards 
committee  in  that  State.  He  has  given  especial  attention  to  the  export  busi- 
ness in  Virginia  apples.

R.  C.  Potts,  Poultry  and  Egg  Market  Trends 
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FARM  POWER  STUDY 

GETS  UNDER  WAY. 

Field  work  on  the  farm  power  study,  a  cooperative  project  between 
the  Bureaus  of  Animal  Industry,  Public  Roads,  and  Agricultural  Economics 
and  the  State  Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations  of  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan, 
and  Missouri,  was  started  last  week  in  Missouri.  Briefly,  the  object  of  the 
study  is  to  determine  the  usefulness  of  different  forms  of  power  for  farm- 
ing under  different  sets  of  conditions,  the  relation  of  different  forms  of 
power  to  the  numbers  and  classes  of  livestock  on  the  farm,  and  the  effect 
of  different  forms  of  power  om  farm  organization.  . 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  field  work  in  the  North  Central  States, 
L.  A.  Reynoldson  and  W.  H.  Youngman,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
and  three  representatives  from  the  two  other  bureaus  will  return  to  Washing- 
ton, After  the  first  of  next  year  the  party  will  again  return  to  the  field 
where  work  will  be  done  in  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  South 
Carolina,  and  Virginia.  . 

Present  plans  are  for  a  nation-wide  study  of  the  farm  power  problem, 
requiring  about  two  years'  time  for  completion. 

COMMITTEE  OF  EXPERTS  SUMMARIZE 

PRESENT  HOG  OUTLOOK  AT  MEETING. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  Indianapolis  September  4  and  5  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  to  the  National  Board  on  Swine  Production  Policy.  Representa- 
tives of  this  Department  attended  as -members  of  the  Committee  as  follov/s: 
C.  L.  Harlan,  Secretary,  from  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates; 
Mordecai  Ezekiel,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs;  C.  A.  Burmeister, 
Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool;  H.  M.  Dixon,  Farm  Management  Ex- 
tension Specialist;  and  G.  N.  Dagger,  Packers  and  Stockyards  Division.  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  Colleges  of  Agriculture  and  the  Institute  of  Ameri- 
can Meat  Packers  also  participated. 

Besides  drafting  reports  on  new  information  and  research  needs, 
the  Committee  of  experts  discussed  the  probable  effect  of  the  changes  in 
the  corn  and  hog  situation  since  the  Bureau's  Outlook  Report  was  issued  last 
July,  and  summarized  the  present  outlook  as  follows: 

"Present  indications  as  to  breeding  for  the  spring  crop  of 
1930  point  to  little  change  in  the  number  of  sows  to  be  bred 
this  fall  and  winter  from  the  number  bred  a  year  earlier.  The 
small  change  in  the  corn-hog  ratio  during  the  past  year,  from 
that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  prospective  short  crop  and 
high  prices  for  corn  during  the  next  year  are  expected  to  re- 
sult in  holding  within  moderate  bounds  or  to  eliminate  in- 
creased breeding  that  might  be  expected  from  the  present  posi- 
tion of  the  hog  cycle. 

"With  only  a  moderate  decrease  in  hog  supplies  in  1929-30 
and  not  much  change  in  production  in  1930  in  evidence,  hog 
supplies  seem  to  be  fairly  stabilized  for  the  three  marketing 
years,  1928-29  to  1930-31,  on  a  level  resulting  in  an  in- 
spected slaughter  of  from  45  to  47  million  head. 

"In  view  of  the  fairly  favorable  hog  outlook,  farmers  in 
sections  where  corn  supplies  this  year  will  be  extremely  short 
should  be  encouraged  to  maintain  at  least  a  part  of  their 
breeding  stock,   even,  if  It  should  be  necessary  to  purchase 
high  priced  feed." 
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INSPECTION  OF  POULTRY  PRODUCTS 

FOR  CANNING  A  GROWING  SERVICE. 

The  work  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  in  the  post- 
mortem inspection  of  poultry  and  the  inspection  of  poultry  food  products 
is  developing  very  rapidly,  particularly  in  the  Middle  West.  This  develop- 
ment has  beeii  going  on  since  last  spring,  when  inspection  was  extended  to 
that  territory. 

The  division  has  inaugurated  inspection  at  7  plants,  shortly  will  be- 
gin inspection  at  four  more  plants,  and  arrangements  are  pending  for  inspec- 
tion at  two  more  plants  in  the  Middle  West.  Application  has  also  been  re- 
ceived from  another  plant  for  this  service.  In  this  area  11  inspectors  are 
carrying  on  the  work. 

In  the  East  inspection  is  now  being  extended  to  5  plants.  The  divi- 
sion, through  cooperation  -with  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  is  using  6  of 
the  latter 's  meat  inspectors  in  supervising  of  the  manufacture  of  the  poul- 
try products  in  two  plants  which  purchase  poultry  previously  inspected  by 
this  Bureau.  The  division  in  the  very  near  future  will  require  4  more 
veterinary  inspectors  in  the  Middle  West,  and.  the  services  of  2  more  will  be 
needed  at  a  later  date. 

In  July,  when  only  tv/o  plants  in  the  Middle  West  were  operating  and 
one  of  these  for  only  a  part  of  the  month,  the  division  inspected  and  cer- 
tified a  total  of  2,017,141  pounds  of  poultry  at  all  the  plants  to  which 
this  service  was  extended  in  the  East  and  the  Middle  West. 

ARTHUR  N.  MOORE  RETURNS  TO  HARVARD 

UNIVERSITY  TO  TAKE  GRADUATE  WORK. 

Arthur  N.  Moore,  Assistant  Agricultural  Economist,  resigned  from  the 
Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  on  September  24  to  return  to  Harvard  Uni- 
versity and  complete  the  work  necessary  for  a  doctor's  degree.  Mr.  Moore 
received  his  A.  B.  and  A.  M.  degrees  from  that  University  in  1923  and  1925 
respectively. 

Mr.  Moore  entered  the  Bureau  in  September,  1926,  and  since  that 
time  has  been  engaged  in  research  and  extension  work  in  the  field  of  agri- 
cultural credit.  He  is  joint  author  with  Prof.  C.  0.  Brannen  of  "Facts  and 
Problems  of  Farm  Credit  in  Craighead  County,  Arkansas,"  Bulletin  No.  233  of 
the  University  of  Arkansas;  also,  joint  author  with  J.  K.  Giles,  of  Georgia 
College  of  Agriculture,  and  R.  C.  Campbell,  of  the  Georgia  Experiment  Sta- 
tion, of  "Credit  Problems  of  Georgia  Cotton  Farmers,"  Bulletin  No.  153  of 
the  Georgia  Experiment  Station. 

GERMAN  GAINS  "GREAT  IMPRESSION"  OF 

BUREAU'S  ACHIEVEMENTS  FROM  VISIT. 

Borries  Frhr.  von  Munchhausen,  of  Germany,  who  spent  some  time  in 
the  Bureau  recently  studying  our  work,  has  addressed  the  following  letter 
to  Mr.  Olsen: 

"Before  I  leave  definitely  for  Europe,  I  wish  to  thank  you  again 
for  all  your  kindness  during  the  period  I  stayed  in  Washington.  It 
was  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  have  seen  all  the  interesting  things 
you  have  showed  me  and  I  think  I  have  learned  a  great  deal  in  this 
country.  I  am  leaving  with  a  great  impression  of  all  the  achievements 
and  I  am  especially  indebted  to  you  for  having  given  me  such  oppor- 
tunity to  see  all  the  interesting  things." 
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DOCTOR  BAKER  RETURNS  FROM  INTERNATIONAL 
MEETING  OF  ECONOMISTS  IN  ENGLAND. 

0.  E.  Baker  returned  Monday  morning  from  a  month's  trip  to  England 
where  he  attended  an  International  Conference  of  Agricultural  Economists 
held  at  Darkington  Hall  in  South  Devon,  August  26  to  Septembers  inclusive. 
This  Conference  was  arranged  largely  through  the  efforts  of  the  Department 
of  Agricultural  Economics  at  Cornell  University  and  the  Institute  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  at  Oxford  University.  In  order  that  the  persons  attend- 
ing the  Conference  might  become  better  acquainted,  it  was  held  on  the  private 
estate  of  Leonard  K.  Elmhirst,  who,  with  Mrs.  Elmhirst  is  deeply  interested 
in  promoting  agricultural  economic  research  in  England  and  in  studying  in- 
ternational relations  in  agricultural  production  and  trade. 

Those  attending  the  Conference  from  the  United  States  v/ere  Professors 
G.  F.  Warren,  C.  E.  Ladd,  F.  A.  Pearson,  L,  Spencer,  and  M.  P.  Rasmussen  of 
Cornell  University,  F.  P.  ?/eaver,  of  Pennsylvania  State  College,  H.  C.  Taylor, 
of  Vermont,  H.  C.  M.  Case,  of  Illinois,  G.  A.  Pond,  of  Minnesota,  Henry 
Wallace,  editor  of  Wallace's  Farmer,  of  Iowa,  and  0.  E.  Baker  of  the  Bureau, 
Dr.  J.  D.  Black  of  Harvard  returned  from  Germany  in  time  to  spend  a  few  days 
at  the  Conference.  Professors  W.  Allen  of  Saskatchewan  and  J.  Coke  of  the 
Agricultural  College  of  Guelph,  represented  Canada.  Other  members  of  the 
Conference  from  abroad  were  K.  T.  Jutila,  of  Finland,  P.  Borgedal,  of  Nor- 
v/ay,  0.  H.  Larsen,  of  Denmark,  and  K.  Zorner,  of  Germany.  The  membership 
from  the  United  Kingdom  included  most  of  the  leaders  of  research  work,  ex- 
cept Dr.  C.  S.  Orwin,  Director  of  the  Institute  at  Oxford,  who  was  unable 
to  attend  owing  to  illness  in  his  family. 

The  papers  included  a  series  on  the  tenure  of  land  in  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  by  Professors  Orwin  (read  by  Mr.  Maxton) ,  Harkness,  and  Maxton; 
a  series  of  papers  on  methods  in  agricultural  economic  research  by  Professors 
Warren,  Pond,  and  Case,  Bridges  (of  Oxford),  Ruston  and  Liversage  (of  Leeds), 
and  a  number  of  other  speakers.  Professors  Allen  and  Coke  described  farm 
management  research  work  in  Canada,  and  Professor  Bridges  gave  a  general  sur- 
vey of  farming  systems  in  England  and  Wales;  while  Professor  Thomas  (of 
Reading  University)  presented  a  paper  on  changes  in  siz«  and  number  of  farm 
holdings  in  England  during  the  past  100  years.  Other  papers  presented  were: 
"The  Economic  Situation  in  European  Agriculture,"  by  R.  R.  Enfield  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  at  London;  "Economic  and  Political  History  of  the 
Clash  Between  Agriculture  and  Industry  During  the  Past  100  Years,"  by  Pro- 
fessor J.  Orr  of  Manchester  University;  agricultural  problems  in  the  United 
States,  dealing  particularly  with  the  distribution  of  the  national  income 
as  it  has  effected  the  farm,ers'  income,  by  Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor;  the  relation 
of  population  trends  in  Great  Britain  to  agricultural  production  and  market- 
ing, both  at  present  and  in  the  future,  by  Professor  Ashby;  a  description 
of  the  trends  of  agricultural  production,  consumption  per  capita  and  popula- 
tion in  the  United  States,  by  Mr.  Baker;  a  description  of  the  progress  of 
cooperative  marketing  in  their  respective  countries  by  members  of  the  Con- 
ference from  Scandanavia;  the  problems  of  farm  organization  in  Germany; 
recent  research  in  the  marketing  of  dairy  products,  by  Mr.  Spencer;  recent 
studies  in  the  marketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  United  States,  by 
Mr.  Rasmussen;  and  methods  used  and  the  results  of  an  elaborate  survey  of 
milk  marketing  which  included  the  entire  country  of  Derby,  by  F.  J.  Prev/ett 
of  Oxford.  Dr.  Pearson  and  Mr.  Wallace  conducted  a  round  table  on  statisti- 
cal methods  which  met  each  day. 
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The  discussion  of  the  work  of  the  British  Government  in  promoting 
agricultural  progress  and  of  the  plans  for  the  future,  including  the  natio- 
nalization of  agricultural  land,  provided  by  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  of  the 
Development  Commission  and  G.  Dallas,  a  labor  member  of  the  House  of  Commons 
and  one  of  the  leaders  of  agricultural  progress  in  Great  Britain,  also  of 
G.  M.  Dikes,  in  charge  of  the  research  work  of  the  Empire  Marketing  Board, 
was  most  interesting.  The  Conference  owed  much  also  to  Dr.  J.  R.  Currie, 
Economist  at  Darkington  Hall,  for  his  splendid  arrangements  to  entertain  so 
large  a  group.  Mr.  Currie  and  Mr.  Long  of  the  Seal-Hayne  Agricultural  Col- 
lege in  Devon,  completed  a  farm  organization  survey  in  South  Devon,  which 
was  published  just  in  time  for  distribution  to  the  members.  This  elaborate 
survey  provides  a  picture  of  agriculture  in  southwestern  England. 

About  50  persons  were  present  during  all  or  part  of  the  two  weeks, 
and  practically  every  one  participated  in  the  discussion  of  the  papers.  All 
the  American  members  of  the  Conference  felt  that  the  opportunity  to  meet 
these  men  from  Northern  Europe,  also  South  Africa  and  the  7/est  Indies,  and 
learn  uf  the  work  in  their  respective  countries,  had  been  helpful  in  under- 
standing the  present  agricultural  situation,  which,  in  some  respects,  is 
very  similar  to  the  situation  in  the  United  States.  Agricultural  production 
since  the  war  has  increased  rapidly  in  Northern  Europe,  as  it  has  in  the 
United  States,  and  those  engaged  in  agriculture,  there  as  here,  find  them- 
selves unable  to  obtain  what  seems  a  fair  share  of  the  nation's  income. 


STEPHEN  deBLOIS  FESSENDEN 


In  the  sudden  death  of  Stephen  deBlois  Fessenden  from  heart  failure 
early  Saturday  morning,  September  21,  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates  lost  one  of  its  best  loved  members 

Mr.  Fessenden  had  been  continously  in  Government  service  since 
May,  1880,  when  he  was  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  Census  Bureau.  He 
afterwards  served  in  the  Pension  Office  and  as  statistical  expert  in  the 
Department  of  Labor  until  appointed  Assistant  Chief  and  Assistant  Statis- 
tician in  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  (later  the  Bureau  of  Crop  and  Live- 
stock Estimates)  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  In  1905,  Mr.  Fessenden 
was  made  field  agent  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  being  given  charge  first 
of  the  work  in  New  England  and  New  York  and  later  in  the  eastern  Corn  Belt, 
including  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan  and  Kentucky.  When  the  work 
of  the  field  agents  was  sub-divided,  Mr.  Fessenden  was  put  in  charge  of 
the  work  in  Illinois.  During  the  last  seven  years  he  has  served  in  Wash- 
ington as  a  Statistician  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates. 

Mr.  Fessenden  was  born  in  Auburn,  Maine,  May  29,  1856.  He  was  a 
member  of  a  distinguished  family.  His  father  was  a  prominent  lawyer 
and  his  uncle  was  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  the  Cabinet  of  President 
Lincoln.  Mr.  Fessenden  graduated  from  Bowdoin  College,  class  of  78', with  the 
degree  of  A.B.,  and  subsequently  received  the  degree  of  L.L.B.  and  L.L.M. 
from  v?hat  is  now  George  Washington  University.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
of  the  Supreme  Court  in  1890  and  originated  summaries  of  labor  legislation, 
now  issued  by  the  Department  of  Labor.  During  the  last  thirty  years  his 
most  distinguished  work  has  been  in  the  field  of  statistics.

TEMPORARY  APPOINTMENTS  PENDING 

CERTIFICATION  -  P.B.A.  CIRCULAR  ^131. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  again  called  the  Department's  at- 
tention to  the  importance  of  avoiding  negotiations  with  individuals  for  em- 
ployment in  advance  of  presentation  to  and  consideration  by  the  Commission 
of  vacancies  to  be  filled. 

Whenever  it  is  known  that  a  vacancy  will  occur  in  any  of  the  bureaus, 
either  through  a  change  in  existing  personnel  or  because  of  additional  work, 
before  any  negotiations  with  prospective  candidates  are  made,  the  question 
whether  there  is  any  list  of  properly  qualified  eligibles  should  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  by  the  Chief  Personnel  Officer,  In 
some  instances,  while  there  may  be  no  eligible  register  for  the  particular 
position,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  may  have  registers  of  comparable 
positions  which  may  have  to  be  considered  before  the  examination  for  a  new 
position  will  be  announced.  In  the  absence  of  eligibles  and  after  such  ad- 
vice is  received  from  the  Commission,  a  request  that  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission hold  an  appropriate  examination  should  be  prepared  to  the  Director 
of  Personnel  and  Business  Administration.  When  the  register  of  eligibles  is 
established  as  a  result  of  the  examination,  certification  will  be  made  to 
fill  existing  vacancies.  All  work  should  be  so  planned  as  to  allow  ample 
time  for  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  hold  an  examination  and  secure 
eligibles  before  it  is  necessary  to  inaugurate  v/ork.  The  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission will  appreciate  and  earnestly  solicits  your  cooperation  in  getting 
eligibles  qualified  to  take  an  examination,  but  no  negotiations  nor  commit- 
ments, direct  or  indirect,  should  be  made  with  prospective  appointees  until 
the  examination  has  been  held. 

Consideration  will  be  given  to  a  temporary  appointment  under  author- 
ity from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  only  when  the  Commission  has  advised 
the  Department  that  there  are  no  eligibles  qualified  for  the  particular 
position,  and  an  emergency  exists  which  necessitates  an  immediate  appoint- 
ment which  could  not  have  been  foreseen  by  those  responsible  for  the  work. 
In  all  cases,  especially  in  the  higher  grades,  it  is  highly  desirable  not 
to  make  a  temporary  appointment  until  the  examination  has  actually  been 
held.  Temporary  appointments  made  before  an  examination  is  closed  has 
a  tendency  to  stifle  competition  and  restrict  the  list  of  properly  qualified 
applicants.  ***"
